One  of  the  bankruptcy  cases  reported  this  week  shows 
the  difficulty  of  carrying  on  a  chemist's  business  with  a  stock 
never  exceeding  201.  in  value.  Another  case  testifies  that  a 
betting  connection  is  not  a  desirable  auxiliary  to  a  pharma- 
ceutical business.  The  examination  in  bankruptcy  of  the 
propiietor  of  Moonseed  Bitters  has  been  postponed,  pending 
bis  appeal  against  the  receiving  order.

Remedy  for  Potato-disease.— As  the  result  of  investi- 
gations extending  over  a  period  of  three  years,  M.  Emile 
Thienpont,  of  Etichove,  has  published  at  Brussels  a  book 
dealing  with  his  treatment  of  the  potato-disease.  He  shows 
that  the  sulphate- of-copper-and-lime  treatment  (bouillie 
Bordelaise,  or  Bordeaux  mixture)  is  most  efficient  in  prevent- 
ing and  arresting  the  disease.  When  applied  as  a  curative 
it  is  less  beneficial,  but  even  in  this  respect  it  is  recom- 
mended during  the  prevalence  of  a  north  wind,  when  the 
weather  is  dry,  and  there  is  an  absence  of  moisture  in  the 
air.  The  mixture  should  be  applied  before  the  disease 
appears,  about  the  middle  of  June,  and  repeated  about 
fifteen  or  twenty  days  after  ;  in  wet  weather  a  third  dressing 
should  be  made  after  a  further  lapse  of  from  twelve  to  twenty 
days.  In  thecase  of  slow-growingpotatoesalsoa  third  dressing 
should  be  applied.  The  plants  should  be  treated  when  the 
dew  is  on  them  in  the  early  morning.  The  quantity  of 
sulphate  of  copper  (preferably  of  English  manufacture)  to 
be  used  is  1£  kilo.,  added  to  the  same  amount  of  lime,  and 
applied  in  liquid  form. 

The  Influenza  Formula. — The  Manchester  comic 
weekly,  Spy,  waxes  frivolous  over  the  blunder  some  of  the 
newspapers  fell  into  in  copying  the  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist's  recipe  for  influenza.   This  is  what  Spy  says  : — 
"  Are  we  all  alive  ?     Thank  goodness,  we  are ;  otherwise  it 
might  have  been  different.   We  have  now  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  we  might  all  have  been  dead  by  a  mere  fluke.  In 
other  words,  a  newspaper  '  comp.'  or  a  "  reader,"  in  his 
funny  carelessness,  or  ignorance,  very  nearly  swept  a  few 
thousands  of  Spy's  friends  from  off  the  face  of  this  earth 
last  week.    Eager  to  serve  its  readers  suffering  cnder  the 
influence  of  la  grippe,  the  Manchester  Evening  Jfiin-t  ex- 
tracted from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  a  recipe  for 
the  complaint,  but,  by  mistake,  inserted  so  much  of  one 
poisonous  ingredient  as  would  have  settled  the  affairs  of  any 
ordinary  man  in  a  trice.    The  error  was  discovered  and  a 
correction  inserted :  but  what,  in  the  meantime,  was  the  state 
of  affairs  in  that  office  no  one  knows  but  those  interested. 
No  doubt  preparations  would  be  made  for  taking  a  complete 
list  of  the  names  of  claimants  for  compensation  as  they  came. 
The  offending  party  would  doubtless  be  placed  under  arrest 
in  the  pigeon- cote,  or  told  to  prepare  himself  for  immediate 
self-immolation  in  the  stereotyper's  boiler,  if,  indeed,  he  was 
not  recommended  to  perform  the  happy  despatch  by  jumping 
down  the  hoist.    The  editor  has  been  pictured  charging  his 
blunderbuss  with  broken  type,  and  his  assistants,  preferring 
death  to  disgrace,  standing  ready  to  drink  off  the  contents  of 
their  paste- pots  on  the  slightest  provocation.    All  this  and 
much  more  the  imaginative  mind  depicted.    Still,  on  read- 
ing the  correction  which  the  E.  K.  gave,  there  really  does 
seem  a  little  doubt  whether,  after  all,  that  paper  was  prima- 
rily in  error,  or  the  journal  from  which  they  had  borrowed. 
The  real  offender  might  have  been  pointed  out  more  clearly, 
but  then  a  little  confusion  sometimes  saves  a  world  of  bother. 
It's  a  small  matter." 

Sale  of  Poison  by  a  Florist— Fatal  Result.— The 
Hastings  coroner  held  an  inquiry  on  Friday  evening  touch- 
ing the  death  of  Minnie  Foster,  16,  who  died  from  drinking 
weed-killer"  at  the  residence  of  her  employer.  The 
deceased  was  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  C  W.  Banks,  corn- 
dealer,  who  had  bonght  the  weed-killing  mixture  at  the 
shop  of  Mrs.  Gilbert,  florist,  of  Queen's  Road,  Hastings. 
The  liquid  was  in  a  black  bottle,  with  a  red  label  on  one  side 
with  the  words   Scotch  elder- wine,"  and  on  the  other  side 
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was  a  small  white  label  with  the  words  "  Weed-killer."  Mr. 
Banks  was  not  told  that  the  liquid  was  poison,  and  did  not 
know  that  it  was  poisonous.  The  label  "weed-killer"  was 
placed  on  the  bottle  at  the  shop.  About  a  pint  of  the  liquid 
was  bought,  and  some  of  it  was  used  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon. The  bottle  was  left  in  a  corner  of  the  garden  with 
the  white  label  outwards.  The  deceased  saw  the  bottle, 
and  drank  some  of  its  contents.  If  Mr.  Banks  had  known 
that  the  contents  of  the  bottle  were  deadly  poison  he  would 
have  placed  a  big  label  across  it  stating  that  the  weed- killer 
was  poison.  Mr.  Adkins,  surgeon,  who  attended  [deceased, 
said  he  had  analysed  the  contents  of  the  bottle,  and  found 
it  contained  a  great  deal  of  arsenic  and  methylated  spirit. 
The  symptoms  he  had  noticed  on  the  body  were  consistent 
with  arsenical  poisoning.  Ernest  Barton,  assistant  to  Mrs. 
Gilbert,  florist,  of  Queen's  Road,  stated  that  he  served  Mr. 
Banks  with  the  weed-killer,  but  did  not  tell  him  that  it  was 
poison  because  he  thought  that  he  would  know  that  by  how 
quickly  the  stuff  killed  the  weeds.  The  coroner,  reading 
from  a  label  on  a  bottle  of  the  stuff,  said  it  stated  that  the 
liquid  was  poison,  and  that  the  greatest  care  should  be  taken 
with  it.  Witness,  continuing  his  evidence,  said  he  was  not 
aware  that  the  liquid  was  such  a  deadly  poison.  Mr.  Banks 
required  such  a  very  small  quantity  that  he  went  and  got 
another  bottle  to  put  it  in.  The  coroner  said  he  thought  the 
vendor  "was  liable  under  the  "Sale  of  Poisons  Acts,''  for  the 
stuff  should  only  be  sold  by  a  chemist.  The  witness  said  the 
liquid  had  only  been  recently  added  to  their  stock  in  conse- 
quence of  the  great  demand  for  it.  This  was  the  first  acci- 
dent he  had  ever  known  to  occur  with  it.  The  coroner  said 
it  seemed  to  him  that  the  whole  affair  from  beginning  to 
end  was  a  pure  accident.  It  was  a  question,  however, 
whether  a  florist  should  sell  the  stuff.  Under  the  Poisons 
Act  only  a  chemist  could  sell  arsenic,  and  he  would  have 
to  enter  all  the  sales  in  his  poisons  register.  The  liquid 
contained  arsenic,  and  he  should  be  compelled  in  duty 
bound  to  report  the  matter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  the  action  to  be  taken  would  rest  with  the  Society.  The 
bottle  and  label  would  be  impounded  and  sent  to  the 
Society.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  mis- 
adventure," and  expressed  an  opinion  that  more  care  should 
be  exercised  in  the  sale  of  such  a  liquid. 


IRISH  NEWS. 

Mb.  Robebt  Moxtgomeby,  L.A.H.,  Duh^  has  been 
elected  to  the  chair  of  chemistry  and  physics  in  the  R.C.S.I.

Db.  Henby  Fbazeb,  apothecary,  and  proprietor  of  the 
City  Medical  Hall,  Armagh,  has,  after  some  months'  suffer- 
ing, died  at  his  residence,  S  jven  Houses.  The  deceased,  who 
was  highly  respected,  enjoyed  a  large  business  connection, 
as  well  as  an  extensive  medical  practice. 

A  Commebcual  Teavelleb  Dbowned. — On  Saturday 
last  a  man,  aged  about  thirty-five  years,  was  drowned  in  the 
dock  at  Limerick.  Deceased  was  a  commercial  traveller  in 
the  colour-trade,  and  had  business-carde,  in  a  little  black 
bag,  from  the  Guide  Bridge  Paint  and  Colour  Company,  of 
the  Palatine  Works,  Guide  Bridge,  near  Manchester. 

Phabmaceutical  Society  op  Ibeland. — Examinations 
for  the  qualification  of  registered  druggists  will  be  held  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  at  the  following 
places,  on  the  dates  subjoined  :  —Dublin,  July  8  ;  and  Belfast 
and  Cork  on  the  following  week,  if  at  least  twelve  candi- 
dates apply  from  each  place.  Each  application,  it  is  stated, 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  statutory  declaration,  8S  pre- 
scribed in  the  Amendment  Act,  together  with  a  poisons 
book,  to  show  that  the  applicant  was  ia  business  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  or  druggist,  before  the  passing  of  the 
Act  referred  to. 

A  Canceb  doctob  in  Tbouble.  —  At  Castlebar,  on 
May  13,  an  inquest  was  held,  before  Mr.  P.  J.  Kelly,  coroner, 
on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Anne  MacDermott,  who  had  died  the 
day  before,  and  who,  it  was  alleged,  had  been  treated  for 
cancer  by  Patrick  Reilly,  of  Ballyglass.  Reilly,  it  was 
alleged,  applied  a  plaster  of  some  description  to  the  portions 
affected,  but  shortly  after  his  treatment,  her  demise  from 
alleged  blood-poisoning  occurred.  A  post-mortem  examina- 
tion was  held  by  Drs.  Knott  and  Jordan  on  the  deceased, 


with  the  result  that  the  viscera,  &c,  have  been  forwarded  tc- 
Sir  Charles  Cameron  for  analysis,  and  consequently  'the 
inquest  was  adjourned,  pecding  the  report  of  bir  Charles. 
Reilly,  meanwhile,  is  in  prison-.

Desteuctive  Fibe  in  Dublin. — Early  on  Wednesday 
morning  last  an  alarming  fire  was  discovered  to  have  broken 
out  in  the  top  rooms  of  the  house  30  Westmoreland  Street, 
Dublin,  occupied  by  Messrs.  Graham,  State  apothecaries  and 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  A  portion  of  the  building  was 
also  let  to  the  photographic  firm  of  Lafayette  &  Co.  At  the 
time  of  the  fire  there  were  five  people  in  the  house — Messrs. 
Walsh  (manager  of  the  compounding  department),  R.  J. 
Blackham  and  Odbert,  and  two  females,  Miss  O'Connor, 
housekeeper,  and  a  servant.  The  flames,  which  spread  with 
great  rapidity,  were  first  observed  by  Miss  O'Connor,  who  at 
once  aroused  Mr.  Walsh,  and  he  warned  his  assistants  of 
their  danger.  To  rescue  the  servant  Mr.  Walsh  burst  in  this 
door  of  the  room,  but  was  met  with  a  fierce  volume  of  smoke-, 
which  compelled  him  to  retreat  quickly  and  make  for  the 
street.  The  fire-brigade  was  soon  on  the  scene,  anl  the  un- 
fortunate woman,  who  was  at  a  sixth-story  window,  was 
rescued  by  a  fireman,  but  by  an  unfortunate  accident  the 
full  force  of  a  line  of  hose  was  turned  on  them,  seriously  in- 
juring rescuer  and  rescued,  who  had  to  be  conveyed  to 
hospital.  Not  two  minutes  later  the  fire-escape  broke  across 
in  two,  falling  to  the  ground  with  a  terrific  crash,  and 
bringing  along  with  it  five  of  the  firemen  who  were  on'iir, 
together  with  the  housekeeper,  Miss  O'Connor,  all  of  whop- 
were  much  injured.  They  were  also  taken  to  the  hospitaV 
and,  another  escape  having  been  procured,  the  assistant- 
were  enabled  to  make  good  their  escape  by  the  trap-door  on 
to  the  roof,  and  thence  to  the  ground.  An  inspection  of  the 
pharmacy  showed  that  much  damage  had  been  done  to  it. 
Water  was  pouring  through  the  broken  ceilings  of  the  front 
shop,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  traffic.  The  assistants  who  had 
so  narrow  an  escape  sought  refuge  in  an  adjoining  hotel, 
where  they  obtained  clothing.  Their  books  and  diplomas 
are,  it  is  feared,  destroyed  by  the  fire,  the  cause  of  which  is 
unknown.  The  premises  are  fully  covered  by  insurance. 
'She  occurrence  has  attracted  large  crowds  of  sightseers,  the 
burned  house  being  the  largest  and  oldest  pharmacy  in  the- 
city. 

Sale  op  Liebig's  Meat  and  Malt  Wine. —  In  the 
Southern  Police-court,  Dublin,  on  Thursday,  May  15,  Mr. 
Florence  M'Carthy,  druggist,  of  13  Arran  Quay,  was  prose- 
cuted, at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Inland 
Revenue,  for  selling  wine  at  his  place  of  business  without  a 
licence.  Mr.  James  Murphy,  Exoise  officer,  doposed  that  ho 
purchased  in  the  defendant's  shop  a  bottle  of  "  Liebig's 
Extract  of  Meat  and  Malt  Wine,"  and  he  forwarded  It  to 
Somerset  House.  Mr.  George  Naylor  Stoker,  analyst,  of 
Somerset  House,  deposed  that  he  examined  the  contents  of 
the  bottle  and  found  it  to  be  what  was  known  as  red  wine, 
containing  31-9  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit,  and  there  was  a 
similar  quantity  of  organic  substance  answering  to  the' 
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description  of  Liebig's  extract  of  meat.    This  wine  was  not 
recognised  as  a  medicine  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
defendant  said  that  there  were  not  sis  such  bottles  sold  by 
him.    About  two  months  ago  he  heard  the  Revenue  was 
about  to  institute  proceedings  against  Irish  chemists  and 
■druggists  for  selling  Co  Neman's  Extract  of  Meat  and  Malt 
Wine,  whicli  was  catalogued  by  all  the  principal  patent- 
-medicine  vendors.    He  at  once  told  his  manager  to  remove 
any  be  had  in  stock  and  to  discontinue  its  sale.    The  stock 
•consisted  of  one  bottle.    Subsequently  a  Kevenue  officer 
called  and  demanded  21.  as  a  compromise  to  stay  proceed- 
ings.   This,  being  considered  an  unjust  demand  and  a  sort 
of  blackmail,  was  provisionally  refused,  and  defendant  at 
once  wrote  to  Messrs.  Coleman  k  Co.  informing  them  that 
he  would  hold  them  liable  if  the  case  went  against  him,  as 
they  or  the  prosecutors  should  have  acquainted  him  of  the 
fact  that  the  medicine  was  excisable,  there  being  no  notifica- 
tion on  the  wrapper  of  the  bottle.     On  the  morning  of 
May  14  a  letter  was  received  from  Messrs.  Coleman  enclosing 
their  cheque  for  2i.  to  pay  the  required  compromise,  and 
also  a  letter  from  Somerset  House,  dated  May  11,  in  which 
the  Inland  Revenue  consented  to  accept  the  amount  of  the 
compromise ;  but  this  could  not  be  done  having  regard  to  the 
police-court  prosecution  running  concurrently.    In  reply  to 
a  question,  defendant  said  that  he  was  quite  ignorant  of  the 
penalty  he  was  incurring  bj  vending  the  goods  referred  to. 
After  hearing  further  evidence,  a  fine  of  51.  was  imposed. 


SCOTCH  NEWS. 

"Half-holiday  once  a  week  has  again  been  proposed  at 
Leith.  An  energetic  chemist's  assistant  went  the  round  and 
found  that  all  the  chemists,  with  one  prominent  exception, 
were  willing  to  close  from  two  till  six  on  Wednesdays.  The 
scheme  has  consequently  fallen  through. 

Dundee  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. — For  the 
benefit  of  those  who  get  the  half-holiday,  the  committee 
have  arranged  a  number  of  excursions,  of  botanical 
and  technical  interest,  to  be  held  during  the  summer 
session  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  Among  the  places  to  be 
visited  are  Tennant's  Chemical  Works  (Carnoustie),  Bullion- 
field  Paperworks,  Dundee  Gas  Works,  Fleuchar  Craig  Aerated 
Water  Works,  BallicgaH's  Breweries,  the  gardens  and  grounds 
of  Linlatben  and  Castle  Huntley,  and  the  Den  of  Panbride. 
Professor  Geddes  has  also  invited  the  membsrs  to  a  special 
botanical  demonstration  and  tea  at  University  College.  A 
number  of  cricket  fixtures  have  also  been  arranged.  To  add 
interest  to  the  excursions  and  encourage  intelligent  obser- 
vation an  attractive  prize  competition  is  announced.  One  of 
the  honorary  members  offers  a  series  of  prizes  for  the  three 
best  essays  descriptive  of  the  outings.

— Of  the 
forty-eight  members  of  the  Legislature  of  Minas  Geraes 
(Brazil)  seventeen  are  physicians  and  three  druggists. 

Mineral  Waters  in  Canada.— The  Government  of 
Canada  has  for  some  years  subjected  mineral  waters,  when 
imported  from  foreign  countries,  to  a  duty  of  20  per  cent,  ad 
mjoren.  A  largely-signed  physicians'  petition  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance  praying  for  the  free  admission  into 
Canada  of  foreign  natural  mineral  waters  has  been  prepared, 
and  is  on  the  eve  of  presentation  to  the  Ottawa  Ministers. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  will  have  the  effect  of  getting  the  duty 
removed. 

The  Medical  Department  op  Trinidad  seems  to  be 
in  a  bad  way,  and  Sir  William  Robinson,  the  Governor,  is 
endeavouring  to  have  it  reformed.  The  department  has 
considerably  overgrown  itself.  The  Port  of  Spain  Gazette 
says  that  "  no  one  in  the  colony  will  be  found  to  query  the 
correctness  of  hU  Excellency's  qualification  of  the  Medical 
Department  -as  an  '  overgrown  '  one.  And  we  have  here  a 
test  of  the  sincerity  of  the  Surgeon-General's  action  when 
he  devises  means  of  retrenchment  in  the  multifarious  de- 
partments undar  his  charge  by  the  addition  of  new  ones. 


It  is  only  lately  that  we  had  to  record  the  annexation  of  an 
undertaking  department  to  the  Surgeon-General's  office,  the 
said  department  being  created  by  the  heartless  shelving  of 
the  late  contractor,  Mrs.  Jenkins,  after  nearly  twenty  years 
of  good  service  at  a  cheap  rate.  There  was  also  the  clothing 
department  in  which  he  blossomed  to  our  startled  vision  as 
Tailor  or  Milliner-General.  And  more  important  still  is  the 
stubborn  and  chequered  struggle,  ultimately  successful,  in 
which  he  secured  the  control  of  the  general  stores  as  well  as  of 
the  drug  department,  for  himself  as  Steward-General.  So  that 
at  the  present  moment  one  and  the  same  individual  is  surgeon- 
general,  medical  officer  of  health,  storekeeper  of  the  Govern- 
ment medical  institutions,  undertaker,  and  head  of  a  large 
tailoring-establishment."  It  seems  also  that  the  Department 
is  remiss  in  its  primal  duties,  and  the  Opinion  expresses  the 
hope  that  when  it  "  becomes  really  careful  with  respect  to 
the  health  of  the  public,  it  will  commence  by  watching  cer- 
tain druggists  who  retail  medicines  spoiled  by  years  and  the 
climate,  and  having  lost  all  their  remedial  virtue.  We  had 
lately  to  appeal  to  the  scruples  of  one  of  these  druggists 
who  had  bad  the  impudence  to  expose  in  his  window  de- 
composed phenic  preparations,  which  from  white  had  turned 
as  black  as  ink.  This  is  an  iniquity  which  flourishes  and 
prospers  among  us  without  any  of  the  doctors  taking  notice 
of  it." 


FRENCH  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS.

PHOTOGRAPHY    IN    CASES     OP     INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Prohibited. — According  to  a  recent  ministerial  decree, 
photographers  are  prohibited  from  taking  likenesses  of 
persons  who  may  die  from  infectious  diseases.  Also,  in 
cases  of  post-mortem  portraits,  it  will  be  necessary  in  future 
to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  local  authorities,  and  of  the 
medical  man  in  attendance. 

Treatment  by  the  Transfusion  op  Goat's  Blood. — 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Therapeutical  Society  a  paper 
was  read  by  Dr.  S.  Bernheim  concorning  observations  made 
by  him  on  the  treatment  of  patients  by  the  transfusion  of 
goat's  blood.  He  claims  that  eight  consumptive  patients 
out  of  fourteen  have  been  cured,  four  were  stated  to  have 
greatly  improved,  while  two  died.  A  committee,  composed 
of  members  of  the  society,  has  been  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  drawing  up  a  report  on  Dr.  Bernheim's  paper. 

Cocaine  and  Cocainism. — M.  Magitot  took  occasion  at 
the  last  sitting  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  to  trace,  in  a 
very  complete  way,  the  history  of  cocaine.    He  stated  that, 
after  careful  inquiry  and  research,  he  -could  not  share  tbe 
prejudices  that  had  grown  up  in  certain  quarters  against 
its  use  as  a  local  anaesthetic  in  practical  surgery.  M.  Magitot 
made  several  suggestions  which  might  be  taken  as  the  code 
for  administering  cocaine  in  surgery — viz. :  (1)  The  dose  of 
cocaine  should  be  in  proportion  to  tbe  surface  to  be  acted 
upon,  but  should  in  no  case  exceed  8  or  10  centigrammes 
for  an  extensive  operation.  (2)  It  should  never  be  employed 
with  persons  suffering  from  a  weak  heart,  or  in  cases  of 
chronic  malady  of  the  respiratory  organs.    (3)  Its  intro- 
duction into  the  veins  should  be  avoided.    (4)  The  injection 
of  cocaine  should  always  be  made  on  the  patient  when  in  a 
reclining  position,  raising  bim  afterwards  in  cases  of  opera- 
tion of  the  head  or  mouth.  (5)  Cocaine  should  be  of  absolute 
purity,  certain  alkaloids  with  which  it  may  be  mixed  being 
of  a  particularly  poisonous  nature.    (6)  Tbe  introduction  of 
the  cocaine  should  be  made  in  such  a  manner  that  a  weak 
partial  injection  can  be  followed  by  a  rest  of  several  minutes, 
during  which  any  symptoms  of  poisoning  would  be  noticed. 
(7)  Employed  thas,  in  a  graduated  and  methodical  way, 
cocaine  offers  considerable  advantages  over  chloroform, 
ether,  &c.    The  duration  of  the  anaesthetic  effect  is  sufficient 
to  permit  of  all  ordinary  surgical  operations.    The  foregoing 
conclusions  are,  in  a  considerable  degree,  the  same  as  thoEe 
reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  April  25  last 
from  Dr.  Combe's  paper  read  before  the  French  Congress  of 
Surgeons.    In  replying  to  M.  Magitot,  M.  Constantin  Paul 
stated  that  he  had  found  that  as  muoh  as  30  centigrammes 
of  cccaine  might  be  administered  internally  in  one  day. 
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sought  to  recover  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Gibb,  chemist,  of  High  Street, 
Winchester,  the  sum  of  251,  as  damages  under  the  circum- 
stances which  hereunder  appear. 

Mr.  Talbot  represented  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Greenwood 
was  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Talbot,  having  opened  the  case,  called  the  plaintiff, 
who  deposed  that  he  resided  in  Winchester.  On  the  morn- 
iDg  of  February  1  he  had  given  a  lesson  at  Major  Wil- 
loughby's,  and  between  then  and  the  time  of  his  next  lesson 
he  had  fifteen  minutes.  On  his  way  he  called  at  the  de- 
fendant's shop,  and  told  him  (Mr.  Gibb)  that  "  he  had  some 
kind  of  a  sore  throat  and  pain  in  the  neck,"  and  wanted 
something  which  would  enable  him  to  keep  on  through  his 
next  lesson.  He  waited  in  the  shop  while  defendant  pre- 
pared a  draught,  and  he  then  drank  it  at  once  as  he  was  in 
a  hurry  to  be  away.  The  moment  he  had  diunk  it  he 
seemed  to  stagger,  and  he  asked  permission  to  go  out  to  the 
back  of  the  premises,  where  he  tried  to  get  rid  of  the  stuff 
he  had  taken.  One  of  defendant's  assistants  came  and  asked 
what  was  the  matter,  and  then  fetched  him  some  oil  and 
told  him  to  swallow  it.  Immediately  he  took  the  draught 
the  skin  came  off  his  mouth  and  he  suffered  great  pain.  On 
leaving  he  went  to  St.  Peter's  Street,  where  he  had  some 
milk,  and  afterwards  he  went  to  Dr.  Earle's.  The  doctor 
was  out,  hut  he  saw  him  in  the  afternoon,  and  acted  on  his 
advice.  The  injury  to  his  mouth  interfered  with  his  giving 
lessons — on  the  flute  and  in  languages — for  some  time,  and 
he  had  the  doctor's  bill  to  pay. 

By  Mr.  Greenwood  :  I  had  been  suffering  some  days  from 
a  sore  throat  and  a  stiff  neck.  I  had  been  to  the  defendant's 
shop  on  two  previous  occasions,  each  time  for  quinine  and 
morphia.  I  have  never  been  to  the  shop  and  asked  for  a 
pick-me-up  draught ;  I  have  asked  for  a  draught  for  tooth- 
ache and  neuralgia. 

Do  y6u  swear  you  have  not  had  before,  either  from  Mr. 
Gibb  or  his  assistants,  what  is  called  an  ordinary  pick-me-up 
draught  7 — I  swear  I  have  not.  I  have  had  a  draught,  but 
I  do  not  think  quinine  and  morphia  is  considered  a  pick-me- 
up  draught. 

Have  you  gone  there  at  times  when  your  memory  was 
rather  hazy  ? — No ;  I  may  have  been  there  for  something  for 
the  children. 

Have  you  been  to  the  shop  when  perhaps  you  had  indulged 
too  freely  overnight  and  asked  for  a  pick-me-up? — No; 
never. 

Did  you,  on  this  occasion,  point  to  your  stomach  and  say 
"  I  want  a  little  draught "  7— No,  not  that  I  know  of ;  I  may 
have  made  some  gesture. 

Asked  to  describe  the  colour  of  the  draught  which  was 
given  to  him,  the  plaintiff  said  that  it  was  a  kind  of  violet 
i  inge — something  between  red  and  violet.  Mr.  Greenwood 
produced  a  bottle  containing  a  mixture,  and  the  plaintiff 
admitted  it  resembled  in  colour  that  which  was  given 
to  him. 

Cross-examination  continued :  I  swear  I  have  not  had 
draughts  more  or  less  like  this  in  colour  at  the  same  shop, 
and  under  similar  circumstances,  on  former  occasions.  I 
swallowed  the  draught,  and  I  then  began  to  retch.  I  spat  in 
the  shop,  the  draught  was  so  hot.  It  hurt  my  throat  a  good 
deal ;  I  had  a  sore  throat  at  the  time.  The  skin  of  my 
tongue  and  palate  came  off.    I  did  not  go  to  bed ;  for  days 


afterwards  I  could  not  take  anything,  my  stomach  was  so- 
burnt.  I  afterwards  returned  to  the  shop  and  told  Mr.  Gibb 
he  had  burnt  my  mouth. 

And  Mr.  Gibb  suggested  you  had  some  of  the  symptoms- 
of  a  little  drink  7 — He  told  me  I  was  drunk,  certainly,  and  I 
told  him  I  was  nothing  of  the  kind  Dr.  Earle  was  out  when 
I  first  went,  and  I  saw  him  two  or  three  hours  afterwards. 
I  had  not  been  medically  attended  for  the  sore  throat  and 
pain  in  the  neck.    My  wife  and  family  are  living  with  me< 

Did  you  lodge  some  time  at  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  beer- 
house kept  by  Mr.  Clay  7—1  went  there  and  had  a  bedroom 
for  about  three  days  when  I  first  came  to  Winchester. 

Did  you  lodge  with  Mr.  Clay  as  a  bachelor? 

Mr.  Talbot,  interposing,  urged  that  this  line  of  cross- 
examination  did  not  affect  the  case. 

Mr.  Greenwood  said  bis  case  was  that  this  was  "  a  try  on  " 
of  a  man  to  levy  on  a  respectable  chemist  an  amount  of 
money  which  he  had  no  possible  claim  to. 

His  Honour  did  not  see  any  objection  to  the  cross-exami- 
nation so  far. 

Mr.  Greenwood  :  I  will  not  pursue  it ;  I  leave  it  there. 

In  re  examination,  the  plaintiff  said  that  there  was  no 
foundation  whatever  for  alleging  that  he  was  drunk  on  the 
morning  when  the  draught  in  question  was  taken. 

Mr.  Greenwood  said  he  had  not  alleged  that. 

Dr.  Beresford  N.  Earle  said  that  on  the  day  in  question  he 
found  the  plaintiff  waiting  for  him  on  his  return  home,  about 
three  in  the  afternoon.  Plaintiff  told  him  substantially 
what  he  had  repeated  in  evidence  that  day.  Witness 
examined  his  mouth— the  lips,  tongue,  and  the  interior  of 
the  cheeks — and  found  that  the  mucous  membrane  was 
injured  or  destroyed  ;  he  could  not  say  the  skin  was  removed, 
but  it  was  destroyed  and  hanging. 

Could  you  form  any  idea,  having  heard  what  what  he  said, 
as  to  how  such  injury  may  have  been  occasioned  7 — By  w-h.it 
we  call  a  mechanical  irritant — that  is  to  say,  by  a  chemical 
irritant  acting  as  a  mechanical  one. 

Can  you  conceive  any  dose  or  medicine  which  should 
have  been  given  to  him  that  would  have  had  this  effect  ? — No. 

Were  his  mouth  and  throat  seriously  injured? — Not 
seriously,  but  very  uncomfortably. 

Which  would  have  prevented  him  playing  the  flute  and1 
giving  French  lessons  7 — Yes,  I  should  think  so. 

Have  you  formed  an  estimate  as  to  what  the  actual' 
substance  was  that  was  given  to  him  ? — It  might  have  been, 
done  by  an  alkali  or  an  acid. 

By  Mr.  Greenwood  :  I  had  previously  attended  the  family, 
but  not  plaintiff  personally. 

Supposing  this  draught  had  been  given  to  him — 15  grains 
of  bicarbonate  of  potash,  1  drachm  spirit  of  sal  volatile, 
1  drachm  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms,  4  drachms 
chloroform-water,  and  1  oz.  water;  would  this  have  pro- 
duced any  injurious  effects? — I  think  not. 

Is  that  not  a  simple,  well-known  formula  7 — Yes  ;  it  is  very 
good. 

It  is  an  ordinary  pick-me-up  draught  ? — It  is  an  ordinary 
pick-me-up. 

And  it  would  look  like  that  (referring  to  the  bottle  of 
mixture  produced)?— Yes.  Sfl  -  T.*"* 

Can  you  aocept  plaintiff's  statement  that  the  skin  came 
away  directly  ? — I  cannot  understand  that.  There  may  have 
been  straining  and  expectoration,  and  the  trying  to  expec- 
torate may  have  brought  it  away. 

You  do  not  attribute  that  to  the  immediate  dose? — I 
cannot  conceive  it  would  be  so.  Asked  if  he  could  suggest 
anything  likely  to  have  produced  the  effect  described,  Dr. 
Earle  said  the  plaintiff  in  his  evidence  stated  the  draught 
smelt  of  ammonia.  He  did  not  call  on  Mr.  Gibb  to  ask  what 
tbe  plaintiff  had  been  given.  • 

Ke-examined  :  I  have  never  seen  Mr.  Lambert  the  worse 
for  drink,  nor  had  he  on  this  occasion  any  such  symptoms.  ' 

This  was  the  case  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Greenwood 
called  the  defendant.  Mr.  Gibb  said  he  had  carried  on 
business  for  upwards  of  nineteen  years  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  High  Street,  and  previously  he  was  assistant  to- 
Mr  Hunt,  chemist,  for  twelve  years.  He  had  on  many 
occasions  before  February  13  seen  plaintiff  in  his  shop, 
and  his  assistants  had  served  him.  The  plaintiff  was 
supplied  on  these  occasions  with  pick-me-up  draughts,  and 
the  quinine  and  morphia  he  mentioned.  The  plaintiff  did 
not  use  the  expression  "  pick-me-up,"  but  the  draughts  wero 
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similar  to  the  one  he  had  on  February  13.  On  the  day  in 
question  he  came  into  the  shop  about  half -past  eleven  in  the 
morning ;  he  motioned  after  the  manner  of  a  foreigner,  and, 
pointing  to  the  region  of  his  stomach,  asked  for  "  a  leetle 
draught."  Witness  gave  him  15  grains  of  bicarbonate  of 
potash,  1  drachm  spirit  of  sal  volatile,  1  drachm  oompound 
tincture  of  cardamoms,  4  draohms  chloroform-water,  filled 
np  to  a  drinkable  quantity  with  water,  making  about  a  wine- 
glassful. 

Are  you  perfectly  certain  that  you  gave  him  nothing  but 
this  ?— Perfectly ;  I  never  had  a  doubt  from  the  moment  I 
g»ve  it  to  him. 

When  a  man  asks  for  "  a  little  draught  "  like  that,  what  do 
you  understand? — Well,  I  judged  by  his  appearance  that  he 
was  under  the  influence  of  drink — he  was  not  drunk  in  the 
extreme  sense  of  the  term.  He  did  not  say  anything  about 
suffering  from  a  sore  throat  or  bad  neck— all  he  did  was  to 
point  to  his  stomach  and  ask  for  "  a  little  draught." 

In  further  evidence  Mr.  Gibb  said  he  kept  his  strong  am- 
monia away  from  the  shop  and  tied  down.  The  plaintiff 
swallowed  tho  draught,  and  he  then  apppeared  to  become 
unoomfortable,  and  a  mucous-looking  froth  came  from  his 
, ,  mouth.  Plaintiff  was  very  muoh  disgusted  with  him,  and  asked 
him  to  get  out  of  (he  way.  He  came  back  to  the  shop  about 
an  hour  afterwards  and  made  a  rambling  statement  that  his 
.throat  had  been  burnt,  and  he  put  out  his  tongue,  which 
was  very  red.  Plaintiff  laughed  at  him,  and  told  him  he  Wc.  i 
drank. 

Did  he  deny  the  soft  impeachment  at  the  time  ?— No,  I 
•  don't  think  he  did.  He  was  quite  sober  then,  and  spoke 
.  clearly. 

Cross-examined :  When  plaintiff  swallowed  the  dose  he 
became  uncomfortable,  gesticulated  a  bit,  and  put  his  hand 
to  his  mouth,  and  frothed.  1  am  prepared  to  swear  I  did 
not  make  a  mistake.  I  have  never  had  any  complaint  of 
'this  sort  before. 

Chas.  Tyrell  and  George  Flooks,  assistants  to  Mr.  Gibb, 
Jiiposed  to  having  on  many  occasions  served  the  plaintiff 
with  "pick-me-up"  draughts  of  the  same  composition  as 
that  given  to  him  by  Mr.  Gibb,  and  under  similar  circum- 
stances. 

Dr.  Liddell  said  the  draught  given  by  Mr.  Gibb  to  plaintiff 
was  an  ordinary  safe  draught,  and  had  nothing  in  it  to 
■ulcerate  a  man's  mouth. 

The  judge  said  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
plaintiff's  case  had  entirely  failed.  Plaintiff  himself  admitted 
that  the  draught  was  similar  in  colour  to  that  produced,  and 
hi;;  story  as  to  telling  Mr.  Gibb  that  he  had  a  sore  throat  and 
,  pain  in  the  neck  was  entirely  uncorrob  orated.    The  evidence 
-  was  all  in  favour  of  the  defendant.    His  Honour  gave  judg- 
ment for  defendant,  with  costs. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


He  Abthur  Leonard  Thompson,  Black wellgate,  Darling- 
ton, Agricultural  Chemist,  &c. 
Tins  debtor  came  up  for  his  public  examination  on 
May  13,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Crosby.  The  Official  Receiver 
(Mr.  J.  B.  Stubbs,  J.P.)  conducted  the  inquiry,  and  Mr. 
Stewart,  of  Darlington,  represented  the  debtor. 

The  debtor,  in  reply  to  the  Official  Receiver,  stated  that 
,liin  liabilities  amounted  to  266/  1*.  2d.,  and  he  estimated  his 
assets  would  only  realise  15/.  10«.  lOd.    He  was  26  years  of 
ago,  and  started  business  in  November,  1385,  when  he  was  20. 
His  father,  who  had  been  dead  seven  years,  carried  on  the 
business  of  a  dispensing  chemist  on  the  premises  the  debtor 
now  occupied,  so  that  practically  and  apparently  his  was  the 
same  business  as  his  father's.   When  his  father  died  his 
mother  got  all  left  to  her,  and  for  a  year  and  a  half  debtor 
carried  on  the  business  for  her  to  realise  the  estate.    He  was 
paid  no  wages,  but  got  a  little  pocket-money  occasionally, 
and  his  keep.    Then  debtor  started  business  himself  wit  hout 
any  capital  on  the  same  premises.    There  was  various  stock 
left  of  his  father's  estate,  the  selling  of  which  debtor  com- 
pleted about  four  years  ago,  his  mother  getting  all  the 
money.    His  mother  had  carried  on  business  in  the  same 
shop,  debtor  first  starting  as  a  grocer,  and  then  as  a  chemist, 


and  ultimately  admitting  that  this  so-called  business  of  hers 
consisted  merely  of  various  unsaleable  drugs  left  of  his 
father's  stock.  The  name  above  the  shop  used  to  be  J.  C. 
Thompson  in  his  father's  time  ;  but  on  his  death  it  was 
altered  to  just  Thompson.  Debtor  had  a  brother  who  was  a 
commercial  traveller  in  Newcastle.  He  had  been  in  that 
situation  for  three  years,  and  previously  he  used  to  help 
debtor  in  the  shop,  but  he  had  no  interest  in  the  business. 
Debtor  occupied  the  shop,  cellar,  and  warehouse.  He  lived 
with  his  mother  in  the  house,  and  had  to  pay  her  502.  rent  for 
the  shop,  &c,  bnt  had  never  done  so,  because  he  had  not  been 
in  a  position  to  do  it.  He  would  swear  that  all  the  invoices  of 
goods  supplied  had  been  made  out  in  his  name,  A.  L.  Thomp- 
son. He  had  got  during  the  last  twelve  months  over  200/. 
worth  of  stock  on  credit.  That  stock  had  been  disposed  of, 
and  he  could  not  tell  what  had  been  done  with  the  money, 
but  he  would  swear  he  had  not  concealed  any  stock  or  got 
any  money.  He  had  paid  his  mother  15*.  a  week  for  his 
lodgings,  but  bad  not  paid  anything  else  to  her  or  his  sisters. 
The  highest  value  of  his  stock  at  any  time  during  the  last 
twelve  months  was  20/.  It  was  a  ready-money  business.  He 
admitted,  on  some  pressure,  that  he  had  told  the  bailiff  that 
the  business  was  bis  mother's,  and  that  he  was  only  an  assist- 
ant. Debtor  further  said  that  he  had  never  kept  any  books, 
and  if  a  traveller  said  he  bad  seen  him  making  entries  in  his 
books  of  goods  sold  on  credit  to  customers  he  was  a  liar. 
The  Official  Receiver :  You  have  been  doing  a  little 
accountant's  business  as  well  as  grocery  and  chemistry  ?  I 
have  called  myself  that  at  times. — And  you  have  issued 
circulars  as  such  accountant  1  No,  sir  ;  I  have  written 
letters  to  that  effect. — You  dropped  the  latter  part  of  your 
name  in  those  letters,  and  called  yourself  Arthur  Leonard  ? 
Yes,  sir.— On  what  occasions  have  you  done  it  ?  Just  when 
the  creditors  were  pressing. — What  did  you  say  in  any  one 
of  those  letters  .  I  may  have  written  asking  them  to  wait 
for  payment,  representing  myself  as  somebody  else.  Debtor 
said  amongst  the  firms  he  had  so  written  to  were 
Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Birmingham,  and  Messrs. 
Burne,  Johnson  &  Latimer,  of  London.  Debtor  was  ordered 
to  furnish  a  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payments  during 
the  past  twelvejmonths,  and  his  examination  was  adjourned 
till  June  3. 


Re  Daniel  Griffith  Thomas,  6  Castle  Street.  Cardigan, 
Chemist,  Druggist,  Grocer,  and  Seedsman. 

Mr.  T.  Thomas,  Official  Receiver,  Carmarthen,  presided 
at  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor  which  was 
held  last  week.  A  statement  of  affairs  was  submitted 
which  showed  that  the  liabilities  to  unsecured  creditors 
amounted  to  1,274/.  15s.  5d.,  olher  liabilities  which  will 
rank  against  the  estate  565/.  9s.  6d.,  making  the  total 
liabilities  1,840/.  4*.  lid  The  assets,  including  stock-in- 
trade,  273/.  5i.  Id.,  and  other  items,  came  to  397/.  18*.  8rf., 
to  which  had  to  be  added  135/.  14*.,  the  estimated  value 
of  book-debts,  making  the  gross  assets  533/.  12s.  8d.,  from 
which  had  to  be  deducted  preferential  charges  amounting 
to  17/.  10-  .  making  the  net  assets  516/.  2*.  8d.,  and  showing 
a  deficiency  of  1,324/.  2*.  3d.  The  debtor  alleged  as  the 
cause  of  his  failure  want  of  capital,  keen  competition, 
interest  on  borrowed  money,  bad  debts,  law  costs,  and 
spoiled  goods.  It  was  decided  to  appoint  Mr.  E.  Collins, 
accountant,  of  Broad  Street,  Bristol,  trustee,  with  a  com- 
mittee of  inspection. 


Re  A.  E.  Powell,  Swindon,  Moonseed-Bitters  Maker. 

At  the  Swindon  County  Court  on  May  13,  before  H.  L. 
Fraser,  Esq.,  deputy  judge,  Mr.  Boodle,  for  the  debtor, 
applied  for  a  stay  of  proceedings.  It  was  explained  that  the 
petitioning  creditors  were  Alexander  Pollock  Watt  and  the 
Lantern  Company.  Their  nnited  claims  amounted  to  56/. 
They  founded  the  act  of  bankruptcy  upon  notice  served  in 
February  last,  and  subsequently  dismissed  on  satisfaction  of 
the  debt,  by  Baring,  Brown  k  Co.  The  debtor  had  appealed 
against  the  receiving  order  made  against  him  on  April  20 
last,  and  the  appeal  would  come  on  on  May  26,  therefore 
his  application  was  that  the  public  examination,  which  was 
fixed  for  that  day,  might  stand  over  until  after  the  appeal 
had  been  determined ;  also  that  the  debtor's  statement  of 
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affairs,  which  the  Official  Receiver  had  requested  him  to 
deliver,  should  be  postponed.  On  April  30  two  other  re- 
ceiving orders  were  made  in  the  same  court  against  the 
debtor,  and  in  the  case  of  both  an  appeal  had  been  lodged. 
What  object  could  there  be  in  forcing  on  that  matter  7 
Legally  it  was  an  impertinence  on  the  part  of  the  Official 
Receiver  in  inquiring  into  the  affairs  of  a  man  who  might 
not  be  made  bankrupt.  In  a  bankruptcy  like  that,  involving 
many  thousands  of  pounds,  it  was  not  easy  to  prepare  a 
statement.  It  was  not  ready,  and  if  it  were,  why  should  it 
be  put  in  when  perhaps  the  proceedings  might  not  be  neces- 
sary ?  If  the  order  was  declared  good,  he  was  willing  that 
within  two  days  debtor  should  put  in  his  statement  of 
affairs.  As  the  Official  Receiver  was  in  possession  cf  the 
estate  no  harm  could  be  done  by  delay. 

The  Official  Receiver  observed  that  the  application  was 
for  the  stay  of  all  proceedings  in  that  matter.  The  debtor 
had  undoubtedly  been  in  an  embarrassed  position  by  reason 
of  the  number  of  judgments  registered  against  him.  The 
correspondence  coming  to  him  consequent  on  the  receiving 
order  was  enormous,  and  some  serious  complaints  were 
made  against  the  bankrupt  in  connection  with  those  applica- 
tions ;  therefore  it  was  strongly  necessary  that  he  (the 
Official  Receiver)  should  have  his  statement  of  affairs.  He 
was  sure,  from  what  he  had  seen  of  Mr.  Powell,  that  his 
desire  had  been  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  court ;  but  he 
could  assure  bis  Honour,  on  the  authority  of  the  accountant 
he  had  appointed  to  assist  the  debtor,  that  the  statement  of 
affairs  was  ready  to  be  delivered,  and  waiting,  he  supposed, 
for  Mr.  Boodle's  dictum  whether  it  should  be  delivered  or 
not.  Seeing  that  there  were  something  like  five  hundred 
creditors,  it  was  a  matter  of  moment  that  he  should  have 
particulars  filed.  With  regard  to  the  public  examination,  he 
agreed  that  it  would  be  improper  for  it  to  be  held  at  present, 
but  with  reference  to  the  management  of  the  estate  it  was 
only  necessary  for  him  to  say  that,  besides  that  by  the 
Lantern  Company,  there  were  two  other  receiving  orders  not 
before  his  Honour,  therefore  debtor's  statement  of  affairs 
must  be  delivered  under  those  petitions,  if  not  under  that 
before  the  court.  Debtor  was  to  have  the  luxury  of  appeal- 
ing against  three  receiving  orders,  which  would  no  doubt 
delay  the  proceedings ;  but  having  regard  to  the  large 
amount  of  correspondence  already  devolving  upon  him  (Mr. 
Tombs),  he  could  not  do  better  than  read  a  letter  from  one 
firm  of  creditors,  who  wrote,  "  None  of  the  London  creditors 
have  received  notice  of  the  bankruptcy ;  to  whom  must  I 
send  my  claim  ? "  He  must  know  whether  those  people 
were  entitled  to  claim,  and  might  have  to  examine  Mr. 
Powell  privately,  which  he  could  not  do  without  his  state- 
ment of  affairs. 

His  Honour  directed  that  the  statement  should  be  sent  in 
in  two  days,  and  that  the  public  examination  should  stand 
over. 


He  W.  E.  Crassweller,  Jun.,  Butter  Market,  Ipswich, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. 

The  public  examination  of  the  above  bankrupt  took  place 
at  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  Ipswich,  on  May  14,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Grimsey.  Mr.  W.  Marshall  appeared  for  the 
debtor,  and  no  creditors  appeared  to  oppose.  In  reply  to 
Mr.  F.  Messent,  the  Official  Receiver,  the  bankrupt  said  that 
since  be  filed  his  statement  of  affairs  he  found  that  he  was 
entitled  to  some  money  under  the  will  of  his  late  uncle,  Mr. 
Charles  Crassweller,  of  Barnstaple.  The  testator  left  a  sum 
of  14,0002 ,  but  the  bankrupt  was  not  entitled  to  any  part 
daring  his  father's  lifetime,  and  part  of  what  he  was  en- 
titled to  was  contingent  on  the  death  of  other  people.  He 
(bankrupt)  had  been  in  business  at  Ipswich  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  three  years  last  February.  The  business  was  pur- 
chased with  1,0002  borrowed  capital.  His  creditor,  at  first, 
was  his  father,  who  he  knew  would  not  presB  him.  During 
three  years  he  had  lost  considerably  more  than  1,000?.  He 
attributed  the  loss  principally  to  opposition.  When  he  came 
to  Ipswich  full  prices  were  charged  for  patent  medicines, 
but  he  had  not  held  the  business  a  week  before  a  meeting  of 
the  trade  was  called,  and  prices  were  reduced  from  Is.  l\d. 
to  10J<2. 

The  Official  Receiver,  after  remarking  that  the  bankrupt's 
losses  appeared  to  arise  rather  from  expenditure  than  from 
want  of  income,  proceeded  to  examine  the  debtor  about  bis 


living  and  trade  expenses,  and  especially  concerning  hw  bet- 
ting transactions. 

In  answer,  the  bankrupt  went  on  to  own  that  he  bad  lost 
a  considerable  sum  in  betting.  He  estimated  this  at  200/., 
because  he  found  that  he  was  200/.  behind  what  he  ought  to 
have  had. 

Mr.  Messent :  You  said  you  had  considerable  competition 
in  business  to  contend  With.  Did  you  mean  the  bettine 
business  ? 

Mr.  Crassweller  :  I  did  not  refer  to  that. 
Mr.  Messent :  That  increased  ? 

Bankrupt :  It  increased  so  much  that  I  had  to  give  it  up^ 

Mr.  Messent :  There  was  a  dispelling  department  and  a  • 
druggist's  department.   Was  there  a  betting  department  ? 

Bankrupt :  There  was  one  drawer  kept  for  betting  pur-  • 
poses.    It  was  not  labelled. 

Mr.  Messent:  That's  a  kind  of  business  which  did  not' 
need  advertising  ? 

Bankrupt :  It  does  not  do  to  advertise  it. 

Mr.  Messent :  You  honestly  believe  that  2002.  was  the 
total  amount  of  your  losses  by  betting  ? 

Bankrupt :  Yes.  So  much  so  that  I  went  to  my  father  and 
said  it  was  2002.,  which  he  refunded.  If  it  had  been  more 
I  should  have  made  a  clean  breast  of  it  when  I  went 
to  him. 

Mr.  Messent:  Were  no  books  kept  in  that  particular 
business  1 

Bankrupt :  None  whatever. 

Mr.  Messent :  Would  it  not  happen  on  some  of  the  big- 
race  days  you  would  have  between  thirty  and  forty  trans- 
actions ? 

Bankrupt :  Yes. 

Mr.  Messent :  How  wouldjthat  be  done  ? 

Bankrupt :  If  a  man  wanted  to  back  a  horse  at  starting 
price  a  paper  would  be  put  in  the  drawer  I  referred  to.  If 
it  did  not  win  the  paper  would  be  destroyed. 

Mr.  Messent :  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  all  this  betting 
business  could  be  carried  on  so  ?  Would  it  not  be  quite  pos- 
sible that  fifty  people  might  back  the  same  horse  ? 

Bankrupt :  In  that  case  I  should  have  to  back  tho  horse 
myself  to  save  myself. 

Mr.  Messent :  You  would  have  to  go  out  and  find  somebody 
else  who  would  share  the  risk.  Would  not  that  be  rather 
prejudicial  to  your  chemist's  business  ? 

Bankrupt :  I  believe  it  was.    I  gave  it  up. 

The  debtor  was  then  questioned  with  regard  to  transac- 
tions with  money-lenders.  It  transpired  that  on  February  17 
the  bankrupt  borrowed  252.  from  Mr.  Jos.  Goldstein,  of 
9  Marlborough  Place,  Brighton,  for  which  he  was  to  pay 
372.  10s.;  repayment  by  instalments  of  22  a  week.  Tho- 
debtor  had  also  borrowed  various  sums  of  money  on  a  mort- 
gage executed  by  his  wife,  who  had  an  income  of  1C02.  a 
year,  less  income-tax.  Her  income  had  thus  beea  antici- 
pated four  years.  The  only  books  he  had  kept  were  a  book 
of  receipts  and  a  book  of  expenditure.  The  receipts  were 
entered  up  every  morning  until  last  October,  when  he  ceased 
to  enter  them.  He  bad  not  tried  to  make  the  expendit  ure 
balance  with  the  receipts.  He  knew,  on  account  of  a  num- 
ber of  payments,  they  would  not  do  it. 

Mr.  Marshall  applied  that  the  examination  might  be 
declared  closed,  the  debtor  having  rendered  every  assistance 
possible. 

Mr.  Messent  remarked  it  was  not  a  summary  case,  and, 
although  he  did  not  think  it  likely  another  trustee  would  be 
appointed,  it  was  possible.  He  suggested  that  it  should  be 
kept  open  a  month. 

Mr.  Crassweller  stated  he  was  likely  to  obtain  an  engage- 
ment in  another  town  ;  and  he  was  not  required  to  attend 
the  next  court  unless  notice  were  given  him.

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FROM    PHARMACY    TO    MJE  D  I  C  I  N  E. 
An  Edinburgh  Assistant's  Rbcobd. 


"  TT'IGHT  years  ago  I  was  a  druggist's  assistant  with  501.  a 
JLj   year— and  married." 

One  of  our  staff  had  sought  out  Dr.  Alexander  Edington, 
the  newly-appointed  bacteriologist  to  the  Government  of  the 
•Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  was  having  a  chat  with  him  before 
the  young  doctor  sailed  for  the  Cape.  Several  of  Dr.  Eding- 
ton's  distinctions  and  achievements  have  been  mentioned  in 
The  Chemist  and  Duuggist  as  they  occurred,  and  now 
the  man  himself  supplied  as  nice  a  preface  to  this  interview 
a9  any  journalist  could  wish.  Dr.  Edington  has  not  lost  the 
pharmacist's  soul  yet.  It  is  a  little  more  than  a  dozen  years 
ago  that  he  was  engaged  to  the  late  Mr.  John  Mackay,  of 
Edinburgh,  as  an  apprentice,  unfortunately  in  the  wholesale 
department.  By  the  time  this  period  of  probation  expired 
he  had  found  out  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  three  years' 
experience  of  dispensing  before  he  could  enter  for  the 
Minor,  so  it  happened  that  we  find  him  in  the  year  of 
grace  1881  managing  a  branch  shop  in  the  most  historic 
spot  of  Edinburgh,  the  surroundings  gloomy,  and  his  pro- 
spects, which  ought  to  have  been  as  bleak  and  cold-like  as 
Edinburgh  can  make  them  such  that  they  did  not  deter  him 
entering  into  matrimony  when  he  reached  his  majority.  A 
salary  of  501.  a  year  was  his  sole  income.    One  can  imagine 

the  young  assistant's  fix. 
But  it  is  when  men  are 
hardest  pushed  that  they 
exert  most  energy,  so  it 
happened  one  night,  when 
young  Edington  was  strug- 
gling with  his  Attfield  and 
Ssoresby- Jackson  Minor- 
wards,  it  struck  him  that 
things  looked  bad,  and  that 
the  "  Minor  "  would  not  im- 
prove them.  Why  not  go 
in  for  the  medical  ?  "  Yes  ; 
why  not?"  said  his  wife, 
when  it  was  mentioned  to 
her.  "  If  you  think  you 
can  manage,  Aleck,  I'll  do 
my  best  to  help  you." 

The  young  fellow  began 
there  and  then  to  "  grind  " 
lor  the  medical  Preliminary,   and  in   seven  weeks  he 
passed  it ! 

Meanwhile,  and  for  the  first  years  of  his  medical  studies, 
Mr.  Edington  continued  to  manage  the  branch  shop,  for  it 
was  one  of  those  at  which  most  of  the  business  is  done  in 
the  evening,  and  a  considerate  governor  provided  a  substitute 
during  class-hours.  A  scholarship  of  160Z.,  which  he  gained 
at  the  end  of  the  session  of  1882,  was  a  great  assistance  to 
him,  but  apart  from  this  and  other  prizes  which  he  gained, 
he  supported  himself  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  en- 
tirely by  his  own  exertions.  There  is  little  need  to  speak 
of  his  career  as  a  student;  it  was  brilliant  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  when  it  was  completed,  in  1886,  he  was  appointed 
assistant  to  the  professor  of  surgery  in  the  University. 

Unbridled  enthusiasm  for  and  delicate  expertness  with 
the  microscope  were  the  outstanding  feature  of  his  studies. 

"Th  ,.',  .Bald  be  to  our  representative,  "was why  I  was  led 
on  to  a  liking  for  bacteriology.  I  am  glad  I  entered  medicine 
through  pharmacy,  for  there  is  nothing  to  equal  pharmacy 
for  making  n  student  exact,  methodical,  and  painstaking 
with  his  work. '  r  h 

So  expert  was  Mr.  Edington  with  the  microscope,  and 
such  was  his  knowledge  of  bacteriological  methods,  that  a 
year  before  he  took  his  M.B.,  CM.,  he  was  prosecuting 
researches  into  certain  diseases  of  domesticated  animals  for 
the  "Veterinary  Department  of  the  Indian  Government. 
■Pm-IV  ted  in  reP°rts  wl"ch  were  officially  published  in 
1087,  but  a  year  before  that  he  had  begun  to  publish  articles, 
and  3ince  then  he  has  continuously  contributed  to  medical 
knowledge.  Thus,  in  1887,  he  discovered  the  Bacillm 
XSMaO,na;  in  1889  he  demonstrated  the  unique  value  of 
hydronaphthol  as  an  antiseptic ;  in  the  same  year  he  was 


engaged  by  the  Scottish  Fisheries  Board  in  investigating 
certain  diseases  of  fish,  and,  apart  from  Buch  subjects  as 
these,  he  has  done  not  a  little  in  pure  pathology.  His 
distinction  was  specially  marked  in  1889  by  the  award  to 
him  of  the  SymeB  Surgical  Fellowship,  one'  of  the  most 
valued  prizes  which  the  Edinburgh  University  can  give  to 
its  graduates.  While  doing  all  that,  he  had  practically 
organised  the  study  of  bacteriology  in  the  Edinburgh  Uni- 
versity, had,  as  secretary,  done  herculean  work  in  founding 
the  Scottish  Microscopical  Society,  and  was  lecturing  on  his 
pet  subject  at  the  New  Veterinary  College. 

When  the  Cape  Government  adveitised  for  a  bacteriologist 
last  October  Dr.  Edington  thought  it  a  chance  for  him.  He 
had  his  hands  pretty  full  then  with  class-work,  and  public 
and  private  practice  as  a  medical  man,  but  the  mysterious 
disease,  horse- sickness,  of  which  the  Cape  people  wished  to  get 
to  the  bottom,  fascinated  him,  and  the  1,0002.  a  year  offered 
completed  the  fascination.  When  he  sent  in  his  application 
with  two  dozen  testimonials  from  Scotch  professors  and 
English  and  German  bacteriologists,  he  got  the  hint  that  he 
was  the  man  for  the  post. 

Since  his  appointment  Dr.  Edington  has  undertaken  to 
inquire  into  the  vine-disease  at  the  Cape,  as  well  as  "  horse- 
sickness,"  and  he  has  been  on  the  Continent  to  find  out  for 
himself  what  the  disease  is  that  harasses  vine-culture  there. 
He  says  he  will  go  into  vine-growing  when  he  gets  out  to 
the  Cape.  In  fact,  there  seems  no  limit  to  the  man's  energy, 
and  he  means  to  make  himself  thoroughly  useful  to  the 
agricultural,  medical,  and  veterinary  authorities  of  the  Cape. 

And  to  think  that  this  blue-eyed,  pleasant-spoken  Scotch- 
man, just  turned  30,  was  a  druggist's  unqualified  assistant 
at  11.  a  week  eight  years  ago  1  Some  other  assistants  who 
read  this  may  think  that  influence  has  helped  him.  Not  at 
all.  His  influence  has  been  that  of  a  good  wife,  the  prattle 
of  his  four  bairns,  and  dogged  determination  on  his  own  part. 
His  success  is  a  compliment  to  his  manhood,  as  well  as  to 
his  genius.  Amidst  it  all  he  has  not  forgotten  pharmacy, 
and  does  not  have  a  cold  shiver  when  he  thinks  that  he  once 
wore  an  apron.  As  we  have  already  said,  he  is  grateful  that  he 
has  this  experience.  This  is  how  he  put  it  to  Sir  Charles  Mills, 
Agent-General  for  the  Cape: — "  I  passed  a  full  apprentice- 
ship as  a  manufacturing  chemist.  This  experience  has 
proved  of  considerable  value  to  me,  especially  in  con- 
nection with  general  laboratory  work."  It  would  be  well  if 
many  still  within  our  ranks  were  equally  careful  of  the 
honour  of  the  craft.

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PHOTOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 
{Written for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.) 


Begin  Now. 

Those  chemists  who  are  practical  photographers  can  well 
utilise  silk  for  presenting  their  customers  with  souvenirs- 
sachets,  almanacks,  &c— at  Christmas  time.  Sensitised  silk 
can  now  be  obtained  commercially,  but  there  is  not  much 
difficulty  in  preparing  it.  China  silk  we  have  found  to  be 
the  best,  and  there  is  a  great  variety  of  ground  tints  to 
choose  from.  The  silk  must  be  well  washed  to  free  it  from 
dressing,  and  then  immersed  in  the  following  solution : — 

Common  salt    4  grammes 

Arrowroot    4  „ 

Acetic  acid    15  cc. 

Distilled  water   100  cc. 

The  arrowroot  is  dissolved  in  the  water  by  the  aid  of  a 
.gentle  heat,  and  then  the  other  ingredients  added,  and 
finally 

Tannin  ,      4  grammes 

dissolved  in 

Distilled  water  100  cc. 

are  also  added,  and  the  mixture  filtered.  The  silk  is  allowed 
to  lie  in  this  salting-bath  for  three  minutes,  hung  up  to 
dry,  and  afterwards  sensitised  on  a  silver  bath  as  follows  :■ 

Nitrate  of  silver         ..      ..      ..      3  grammes 

Distilled  water  ..       ..     25  cc. 

Nitric  acid    A  drop 

The  silk  is  floated  on  this  for  one  minute,  then  hung  up  till 
surface  dry,  and  finally  pinned  out  on  a  board  till  thoroughly 
dry.  It  is  printed  in  the  usual  way,  and  washed  and  toned 
as  usual,  though  we  have  found  the  mixed  acetate  and 
sulphocyanide  bath  give  the  best  tones. 


A  New  Silvering  Bath. 

M.  Dagbeve,  in  Les  Annates  Photographiques,  suggests  the 
following  method  of  silvering  old  plated  or  copper  articles, 
which  may  be  useful  to  any  chemist  who  has  some  old  fixing- 
baths  and  some  worn  electroplate : — The  articles  to  be 
plated  are  well  washed  with  soap  and  water  and  then 
immersed  in  an  old  fixing-bath  which  has  been  used  for 
fixing  plates.  In  a  very  short  time  a  deposit  of  silver  forms, 
and  then  the  article  should  be  taken  out,  rinsed,  polished 
with  a  soft  leather,  and  again  immersed  till  the  deposited 
silver  is  thick  enough.  AVhen  an  extra  thick  coating  is 
•desired  a  piece  of  wire  is  affixed  to  the  object,  and  at  the 
other  end  of  the  wire  a  sheet  of  zinc,  allowing  1  square 
centimetre  of  zinc  to  every  square  decimetre  of  the  article 
to  be  plated.  It  is  not  advisable  to  use  old  print  fixing- 
•baths  for  this  purpose,  as  the  silver  has  a  peculiar  yellow 
tinge ;  but  chloride  of  silver  which  has  not  been  exposed 
•to  light  may  be  used. 


Iodides  in  the  Developer. 

Herb  Laineb,  of  the  Vienna  Institute  of  Photography, 
■has  been  examining  the  action  of  iodine  and  iodides  in 
hydroquinone,  eikonogen,  and  pyro  developers,  and  has 
found  that  their  action  is  precisely  the  opposite  to  that  of 
•bromides;  the  latter,  as  is  well  known,  tending  to  the  in- 
crease of  contrast,  whereas  iodine  and  iodides  tend  to  pro- 
duce reduction  of  contrast,  and,  if  used  in  excess,  to  very 
■flat  negatives.  A  1-per-cent.  solution  of  iodine  in  equal 
parts  of  alcohol  and  water  is  recommended,  and  the  addition 
of  2  or  3  drops  of  such  tincture  to  every  ounce  of  developer 
•has  a  striking  effect. 


boric  acid.  The  same  thing  takes  place  with  pyrogallol  and 
hydroquinone.  Thus,  borax  added  in  small  quantities  to 
pyrogallol  converts  it  into  a  true  acid  which  reddens  litmus. 
It  is  the  same  with  tannin  and  pyrocatechin,  so  that  with 
these  substances  the  addition  of  an  alkaline  borate  is  equiva- 
lent to  the  addition  of  an  acid,  the  salt  in  this  case  causing 
retardation.  But  this  reaction  is  not  produced  with  the 
isomers  of  pyrocatechin — i.e.,  hydroquinone  and  resorcin. 
Neither  is  it  produced  with  the  ether-developing  agents  now 
in  use.  Here  borax  does  not  give  rise  to  any  acid,  and  acts 
merely  by  its  alkalinity. 


Borax  in  Developing  Solutions. 

The  addition  of  borax  to  developing  solutions  has  often 
been  noticed  to  retard  development,  yet  borax  is  distinctly 
alkaline.  The  apparent  anomaly  has  been  explained  by  M. 
Aug.  Lambert,  who  calls  attention  to  the  well-known  fact 
that  borax  reacts  with  the  polyhydric  alcohols,  liberating 


A  New  Platinum  and  Gold  Toning  Bath. 

A  Well- known  amateur,  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Hare,  has 
suggested  the  use  of  the  ordinary  gold  and  borax  toning  bath 
and  then  a  platinum  bath  for  ordinary  albumen  prints.  The 
prints  are  just  wetted,  then  immersed  in  the  ordinary  borax

AVhen  they  quickly  assume  a  fine  purple  black. 


Reducing  Over-dense  Negatives. 

Belizki  recommends  the  following  formula.  It  must  be 
mixed  in  the  order  given  : — 

Paris. 

Water   200 

Potassium  ferricoxalatu   10 

Sodium  sulphite  (neutral)    8 

Oxalic  acid    3 

Sodium  hyposulphite  50

Photographic  Perspective. 

Very  few  photographs  of  landscapes  are  correct  in  per- 
spective. Mr.  A.  Mallock  has  been  discussing  in  jYature  the 
optical  factors  which  determine  this,  and  in  the  course  of 
his  article  he  says  that  any  photograph  taken  with  a  lens 
of  less  than  about  a  foot  focal  length  must  exaggerate  all 
the  distances,  or  make  objects  in  the  picture  look  smaller 
than  they  should.  The  only  remedy  for  this,  in  his  opinion, 
is  to  enlarge  the  picture  until  the  right  distance  to  view  it 
from  becomes  also  the  convenient  distance.  Even  if  this 
be  done,  however,  there  is  still  a  tendency  to  view  the 
picture  too  far  off ;  for  few  lenses,  except  those  for  portraits, 
embrace  an  angle  so  small  as  to  be  taken  in  at  a  single 
glance,  and  people  are  naturally  inclined  to  stand  far 
enough  from  a  picture  to  see  the  whole  of  it  at  once.  Still, 
a  proper  amount  of  enlargement  offers  the  best  means  of 
making  a  photograph  give  a  true  idea  of  the  scene  which  it 
represents  ;  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the  small  pictures 
taken  by  so-called  "detective"  cameras,  having  lenses 
varying  irom  four  to  six  inches  in  focal  length  :  and  it  is 
for  this  end,  and  not,  in  general,  to  enable  more  detail  to  be 
seen,  that  the  enlarging  process  is  most  useful.

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WRITING-INKS. 


WRITING-INKS  can  be  made  equally  well  from  galls  and 
tannin,  but  inks  made  from  galls  are  preferable  for 
copying  purposes,  as  they  have  much  greater  "  body," 
owing  to  the  extractive  matter  derived  from  the  galls.  The 
following  fomuhc  are  taken  from  notes  by  Dieterich  quoted 
by  the  Pharmaccuiischc  CcntralhaUe.  The  peculiarity  of  the 
first  set  of  formuke  is,  that  they  start  from  the  extract  of 
galls  and  solution  of  tannin,  to  which, after  filtration,  a  definite 
amount  of  ferric-chloride  solutionis  added,  and,  after  stand- 
ing three  weeks,  these  ferrated  solutions  are  filtered.  We 
shall  call  these  ferrated  solutions  "  gall  basis  "  and  "  tannin 
basis  "  respectively.  They  really  are  the  ink,  but  it  is  neces- 
sary to  add  colouring  matter  in  order  to  make  the  writing 
visible.  On  exposure  to  the  air,  the  writing  becomes  black. 
Chinese  galls  are  preferable  to  oak  galls  for  ink-making,  as 
they  contain  most  extractive  matter.    To  make  the 

Gall  Extract, 

reduce  6  oz.  of  Chinese  galls  to  No.  20  powder,  and  digest 
in  a  pint  of  water  for  twelve  hours.  Strain,  press  the  marc, 
and  digest  it  again  in  12  oz.  of  water  for  twelve  hours,  re- 
peating the  pressure  at  the  end  of  this  time.  Now  add  to 
the  strained  liquors  5  drachms  of  powdered  French  chalk. 
Set  aside  in  a  cold  place  for  twenty-four  hours,  then  filter, 
washing  the  filter  with  as  much  water  as  will  make  the  filter 
measure  30  oz. 

Tannin  Solution. 

This  is  made  by  dissolving  3  oz.  of  commercial  tannin  (it 
need  not  be  the  purified  medicinal  kind)  in  sufficient  water 
to  make  30  oz.  of  solution. 

Gall  Basis. 

To  10  oz.  of  the  gall  extract  add  1  oz.  of  10  per-cent  solu- 
tion of  ferric  chloride,  made  by  dissolving  the  salt  in  distilled 
water.  Allow  the  mixture  to  stand  in  a  corked  bottle  for 
three  weeks,  and  filter. 

Tannin  Basis. 

Made  in  the  same  way,  using  10  oz.  of  the  tannin  solution 
and  1  oz.  of  iron  solution. 

Blue-black  Office-ink. 

Gum  arable    j  oz 

Aniline  water-blue,  I.B   75  gr.lns 

Glycerine    1  fl.  drachm 

Wat«    121  oz. 

Mix  these  with  18  oz.  of  gall  basis  or  the  same  of  tannin 
basis,  and  set  aside  in  a  closed  vessel  for  a  few  weeks  to 
clear.  Then  fill  into  small  bottles,  preferably  stone  bottles 
so  as  to  keep  away  from  the  light. 

This  ink  writes  a  beautiful  blue  colour,  dries  very  readily 
on  the  paper,  and  changes  to  a  good  blue-black.  It  is  of 
good  quality,  and  is  well  liked.    It  is  not  a  copying-ink. 

A  Red-iilack  Ink 

which  is  identical  with  the  above  in  quality  only  that  it 
writes  red,  changes  to  reddish-brown,  and  finally  to  a  deep 
brown-black,  can  be  made  by  using  150  grains  of  Ponceau 
BB.  (a  red  aniline  colour)  in  place  of  the  aniline  water-blue. 
Ine  followintr  colours  may  also  be  obtained  •— 

Vwlct-black.-mx  together  2  parts  of  the  red-black  and 
8  parrs  of  the  blue-black  inks. 

Grccn-blacli.— Omit  the  aniline  water-blue  from  the  blue- 
black  formula,  and  use  150  grains  of  aniline  green  D 

Blue  grcen  llaclL—mj.  together  2  parts  of  blue- black  and 
J  parts  of  green- black.  A  nice  colour  is  also  obtained  by 
adding  8  to  15  grains  of  aniline  green  to  the  blue- black  ink. 

Ucep-hlack.— Omit  the  aniline,  water- blue,  and  use  in  its 
place  5  drachms  of  aniline  deep  black  E

Water    8  oz. 

Mix,  anil  set  aside  for  a  few  weeks  as  above  directed. 

A  ruby  ink  is  made  by  using  150  grains  of  Ponceau  R.R. 
in  place  of  the  aniline  water-blue.  Both  the  inks  and  the 
copies  ultimately  turn  jet-black.  Other  colours  are  obtained 
with  aniline  green  D,  150  grains ;  deep-black  E,  5  drachms ; 
and  indigo- carmine,  150  grains  each,  in  place  of  the  aniline 
blue. 

Ink  Extracts. 

The  following  quantities  are  intended  for  a  winebottleful 
of  rain-water.  The  powder  is  to  be  added  to  the  water,  and 
the  mixture  gently  boiled  for  from  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes, 
and  when  cold  the  ink  should  be  bottlel  and  set  aside  for 
four  weeks  before  using: —

FERMENTATIVE  DYSPEPSIA. 
A  "British  Medical  Journal''  Symposium. 


Dr.  T.  B.  O'Connor  (Piccadilly,  W.)  :— I  would  recommend 
him  to  try  creolin  in  capsules  (Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compound 
Company),  or  Hamilton's  preparation  of  pepsine,  if  he  has 
not  already  tried  these  remedies. 

Mr.  G.  Sherman  Bigg,  F.R.C.8.E.  (Victoria Street,  S.W.): — 
The  treatment  of  this  affection  depends  entirely  on  the 
extent  of  the  disease.  In  mild  cases,  ten  grains  of  bicar- 
bonate of  soda,  with  five  grains  of  rhubarb  powder,  and  two 
drops  of  laudanum  in  water,  given  twice  a  day,  is  a  useful 
remedy.  For  more  severe  cases  chalk  should  be  given  before 
meals,  and  nitro-muriatic  acid,  nux  vomica,  and  gentian  after 
meals.  In  obstinate  cases  a  lead  and  opium  pill  should  be 
given  every  morning  and  evening,  a  dose  of|  vegetable 
charcoal  before  each  meal,  and  the  acid  mixture  after  meals. 
It  is  sometimes  useful  to  give  an  alkali  mixture  before 
meals,  and  the  acid  mixture  after  meals.  Attention  to  diet 
is  most  essential.  Meat  should  be  avoided,  and  fluids  taken 
only  in  small  quantities.  Hot  drinks  and  all  wines  and 
spirits  aggravate  the  disease.  Milk  should  be  mixed  with 
equal  parts  of  lime-water,  but  koumiss  is  better  than  milk, 
which  often  acts  as  an  irritant.  Should  the  disease  not 
yield  to  one  of  these  methods  of  treatment,  the  patient's 
food  should  be  restricted  to  koumiss  or  milk  and  lime- 
water,  but  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  resort  to  this  extreme 
measure. 

Mr.  Ernest  A.  Milner,  M.B  Ed.  (Leavesden  Asylum): — r 
would  recommend  washing  out  the  stomach  with  warn: 
water,  coloured  pink  with  Condy's  fluid,  the  washing  to  be 
repeated  one  or  twice  a  day  at  first,  four  or  five  hours  after 
taking  food,  and  continued  at  each  sitting  till  the  water 
returns  pink  from  the  stomach.  The  soft  rubber  syphon- 
apparatus  is  much  safer  than  the  stomach-pump,  as  the  walls 
of  the  stomach  are  thinned  and  stretched,  and  have  lost 
their  muscular  tone,  for  which  reason  also  care  must  be 
taken  not  to  overfill  the  stomach. 

This  treatment  may  with  benefit  be  supplemented,  for  a 
time,  by  the  use  of  pepsin  or  peptonised  foods.  The  nausea 
and  retching  caused  by  the  presence  of  the  tube  may  often 
be  relieved  by  letting  the  patient  suck  a  small  pad  of  cotton 
wool,  soaked  in  a  weak  solution  of  cccaine,  for  five  or  ten 
minutes  before  commencirg. 
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This  treatment  is  largely  used  at  the  Edinburgh  Royal 
Infirmary  in  cases  of  dilatation  of  the  stomach,  how- 
ever caused.  As  the  symptoms  are  all  traceable  to  the 
pnesence  in  the  stomach  of  a  large  quantity  of  half-digested 
and  fermented  food,  giving  off  very  foul  gas  and  setting  up 
great  irritation,  this  seems  the  most  rational  form  of  treat- 
ment, imitating,  as  it  does,  Nature's  attempts  at  relief — 
namely,  vomiting — by  removing  the  offending  material,  and 
so  allowing  the  muscular  coat  to  regain  its  tonicity,  thus 
reducing  the  stomach  to  its  normal  size,  and  enabling  the 
mucous  membrane  and  glands  to  return  to  a  healthy 
condition. 

This  complete  result  can,  of  course,  only  be  looked  for  in 
tolerably  recent  cases.  Cases  due  to  malignant  stricture  of 
the  pylorus  and  old-standing  simple  cases  where  the  walls  of 
the  stomach  are  permanently  altered  and  degenerated  can 
only  be  relieved,  but  the  relief  obtained  is  marvellous ;  and 
this  relief  can  be  maintained  by  repeating  the  washing  at 
intervals  of  a  week  or  more,  as  required,  and  patients  soon 
learn  to  do  the  washing  for  themselves. 

I  recall  a  case  of  simple  dilatation  of  the  stomach,  with 
fermentation,  of  many  years'  standing,  where  the  patient,  a 
coachman,  washed  out  his  own  stomach  regularly  every  Satur- 
day night'f  or  two  or  three  years,  and  was  utterly  miserable  by 
the  middle  of  the  next  week  if,  for  any  reason,  he  missed  his 
weekly  "  washing." 

Dr.  Maurice  G.  Evans  (Brecon)  :  I  would  advise  trying  the 
following:  Mag.  carb.  powd.,  gr.  v. ;  bismuth,  subnit,,  gr.  v. ; 
carbon,  ligni,  gr.  s. — mixed  in  a  wioeglassful  of  water  and 
taken  three  times  a  day,  just  before  or  immediately  after  a 
meal.  Steadily  persevered  in,  it  has  always  proved  of  the 
greatest  benefit,  and  has  generally  cured  cases  such  as  he 
describes.  If  accompanied  by  pain  or  diarrhoea,  a  little 
morphine  may  be  added  and  chalk  substituted  for  the  mag- 
nesia. 

Dr.  R.  Mansell- Jones  (Brighton):  Give  the  patient  15  or 
20  grains  of  salicylate  of  soda  in  a  tumblerful  of  hot  water, 
three  times  a  day,  an  hour  before  each  meal.  If  this  remedy 
fails,  full  doses  of  liq.  hydrarg.  perchlor.  in  combination  with 
bismuth  should  be  tried.  Five-grain  doses  of  beta-napthol 
are  often  beneficial.  A  milk  diet  should  be  strictly  enjoined, 
The  symptoms  are  probably  due  to  the  intestinal  canal  being 
infected  with  bacteria. 

Mr.  Philip  Miall  (Bradford) :  A  case  was  under  my  care 
some  years  ago.  No  permanent  benefit  was  obtained  till 
the  patient  was  restricted  to  a  purely  vegetable  diet.  It  was 
then  easy  to  ascertain  what  vegetable  foods  agreed.  After 
six  months  of  this  observation,  great  improvement  following 
from  the  firs'",  white  fish,  fowl,  and  game  were  occasionally 
added,  singly,  and  in  small  quantities.  Ultimately  mutton 
or  finely-minced  beef  was  tolerated  occasionally.  Anything 
that  made  the  urine  turbid  was  forbidden ;  at  least,  for  a 
time.  The  patient  gained  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  diet 
that  suited  him,  and  latterly  rarely  suffered  from  flatulence 
or  diarrhoea.  He  found  it  necessary,  however,  to  be  some- 
what moderate  as  to  quantity  at  each  of  his  three  daily 
meals.

The  small  amounts  of  sodium  chloride  and  sodium  sulphate 
are  impurities  of  the  sodium  bicarbonate  rather  than  sepa- 
rate additions  to  the  compound.  The  only  apparent  thera- 
peutic object  of  the  sodium  bicarbonate  is  to  make  the 
acetanilide  more  soluble,  and  thus  of  quicker  effect.  In 
practice  antikamnia  appears  to  act  more  promptly  and  in  a 
smaller  dose  than  acetanilide,  especially  when  the  latter  is 
.administered  without  trituration,  and  this  is  due  to  its  being 
in  a  fine  powder  and  also  to  the  presence  of  the  bicarbonate 
of  sodium,  both  of  which  cause  it  to  enter  into  solution 
■quicker,  and  therefore  exhibit  the  physiological  effect 
sooner.  The  Antikamnia  Chemical  Company  has  filed 
•articles  of  incorporation,  having  a  capital  stock  of  #5,000. 


MALT  VINEGAR. 


AT  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts, 
Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  the  president,  read  a  note  on  malt 
vinegar,  in  which  he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  so 
much  vinegar  is  made  nowadays  from  impure  pyroligneous 
acid  with  colouring-matter  and  a  proportion  of  real  malt 
vinegar,  that  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  it  from  the  pure 
article.  Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  solids 
of  malt-extract  contain  from  0  7  to  0  8  per  cent,  of  phos- 
phoric acid  in  combination,  Mr.  Hehner  suggested  that  it 
could  be  taken  as  the  factor  for  guidance  as  to  purity.  An 
approximate  idea  of  the  original  solids  in  the  malt-worts 
from  which  the  vinegar  has  been  prepared  can  be  obtained 
by  adding  to  the  total  solid  matter  found  in  the  sample  the 
amount  of  sugar  corresponding  to  the  acidity  (120  parts  of 
acetic  acid  corresponding  in  theory  to  180  parts  of  glucose). 
The  first  table  given  here  includes  vinegars  undoubtedly 
made  from  malt  only  : —

Samples  1,  2,  and  3  are  evidently  made  at  so  high  a  tem- 
perature that  much  loss  of  alcohol  or  acid  took  place,  the 
proportion  of  phosphoric  acid  being  extraordinarily  high. 

The  next  table  contains  analyses  of  samples,  some  of  which 
were  acknowledged  to  be  mixtures,  but  most  of  which  were 
bought  as  malt  vinegar ;  obviously  none,  except  samples 
8  and  9,  were*pure  malt  vinegars  : —

The  phosphoric  acid  in  all  cases  was  estimated  by  Mr. 
Hehner's  moljbdic  method. 

In  the  discussion  on  this  note  Mr.  Cassall  informed  the 
meeting  that  he  took  3  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid  as  the 
minimum  amount,  and  certificates  of  his  on  samples  contain- 
ing less  than  that,  and  returned  as  being  adulterated  to  the 
extent  of  30  per  cent,  with  water,  had  been  confirmed  by 
Somerset  House.  Dr.  W.  J.  Sykes  also  took  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion, and  at  a  later  meeting  communicated  a  note  by 
himself,  in  which  he  referred  to  the  nitrogenous  constitusnts 
of  vinegar  as  a  possible  clue  to  the  detection  of  admixture. 
He  showed  that  albumin  is  one  of  the  constituents  of  malt, 
and  that  in  the  course  of  fermentation  it  is  converted  into 
peptone,  and  appears  in  the  vinegar.  Hence  it  may  be  found 
in  vinegar  by  the  biuret  test  (which  also  detects  albumin 
and  albumose).  But  peptone  is  only  present  in  malt-worts 
in  very  small  quantity,  and  the  same  applies  to  malt 
vinegar.  Dr.  Sykes  has  found,  however,  that  albumoses 
appear  in  the  wort  after  it  has  undergone  the  alcoholic 
fermentation,  and  also  in  the  finished  vinegar,  the  bacteria 
of  acetiflcation  not  completely  removing  them.  Conse- 
quently a  vinegar  prepared  from  malt  always  gives  a  precipi- 
tate on  saturation  with  ammonium  sulphate:  also  on  the 
addition  of  phospho-tungstic  acid,  or  of  bismutho-potassic 
iodide,  or  mercuro-potassic  iodide,  and  with  tannin. 

These  results,  it  will  be  seen,  are  not  very  precise,  but 
they  give  good  hints  in  regard  to  the  examination  of  malt 
vinegar,  and  in  association  with  Mr.  Hehner's  figures  will 
be  of  value  in  the  laboratory.  The  papers  appear  in  full  in 
The  Analyst  for  May.

JUBILEE. 

It  is  difficult  to  realise  that  we  are  on  the  eve  of  an  election 
in  the  British  pharmaceutical  world,  so  absolutely  decorous, 
not  to  say  dull,  have  the  combatants  shown  themselves  on 
this  occasion.  Mr.  C.  W.  Botwood,  of  Dartford,  and  Mr. 
H.  N.  B.  Spink,  of  Westminster,  have  gallantly  come  forward 
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to  maintain  at  least  the  form  of  a  c  mtest,  but  nj>  clash 


policies,  no  rivalry  in  promises,  no  p 


otests,  no  ti 


no  denunciations,  are  this  year  bi  Core  the  constituency- 
We  are  at  absolute,  profound  pea(  e,  ^Jt>h  even  the  two 
outside  candidates  make  no  attempt  to  Interrupt.  It  is  very 
admirable,  but  it  is  not  exciting. 

Last  year,  it  may  be  remembered,  there  was  quite  a 
different  condition  of  affairs.  A  "Party  of  Progress"  had 
arisen,  and  to  some  extent  had  organised  itself.  The 
"  Party  "  had  not  agreed  unanimously  on  the  lines  on  which 
it  proposed  to  work,  except  that  generally  more  attention 
was  to  be  paid  to  trade  interests.  A  lovely  vagueness,  and 
not  a  little  wildness,  characterised  the  views  entertained  by 
the  candidates  as  to  the  means  by  which  trade  interests 
were  to  be  advanced.  Special  representatives  of  the  trade 
were  to  be  sent  to  Parliament,  or  a  few  present  members 
were  to  be  hired.  Acts  were  to  be  passed  and  powers  ob- 
tained ensuring  to  chemists  much  more  monopoly  than  they 
at  present  exercise  in  the  medicine  and  poison  trades,  and 
reducing  to  moderate  limits  the  competition  of  patent- 
medicine  vendors.  These  were  the  objects  definitely  settled. 
Other  aspirations  were  enveloped  in  a  cloudy  haze.  The 
"  Party  of  Progress  "  made  a  gallant  fight  everywhere  except 
at  the  poll ;  there  its  candidates  were  sadly  beaten,  not  a 
single  representative  of  the  group  securing  a  seat.  Mr. 
Spink,  who  was  twenty-first  on  the  poll  last  year,  is  the 
only  member  of  the  party  who  offers  ^himself  again,  and 
even  he  has  not,  so  far,  put  forward  any  programme  or 
given  any  indication  whether  his  views  of  twelve  months 
since  are  or  are  not  modified.  Mr.  Botwood  is  a  new  candi- 
date altogether,  of  whose'policy  and  qualifications  we  have 
had  no  intimation  whatever. 

On  the  eve  of  the  Jubilee  Celebration  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  therefore,  its  PresidenVand  Council  may  fairly 
claim  to  have  acquired  a  firm  consolidated  position  in  the 
confidence  of  their  constituents.  Mr.  Carteighe's  fourteen 
young  men  go  forth  to  battle  with  the  bold  two  who  chal- 
lenge them  with  the  certainty  that  whatever  the  result  may 
be  no  effect  can  be  produced  on  the  general  character  of  the 
governing  body.  Practically  there  is  no  opposition.  The 
present  Government  of  British  pharmacy  are^in  the  position 
of  the  Spanish  warrior  who  lay  on  his  death-bed  without  an 
enemy  in  the  world — he  had  killed  them  all.  And  the 
Jubilee  year  is  thus  happily  distinguished  from  the  majority 
of  its  predecessors. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  this  should  be  the  case  at  the  fiftieth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  If  the  members  contend 
and  bicker  all  the  other  seven -times- seven  years  of  the  half- 
century,  they  may  surely  unite  with  the  outside  friends  of 
the  institution  on  an  occasion  which  very  few  indeed  of 
them  can  hope  to  see  twice— to  abandon  criticism  for  con- 
gratulation. We  have  often  pointed  out  that  those  who 
dream  of  permanent  union  in  the  pursuance  of  their  objects 
are  surely  destined  to  disappointment,  but  all  of  us,  we 
presume,  can  find  enough  in  the  work  and  purposes  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  join  heartily  in  the  effort  to  make 
the  celebration  of  next  Tuesday  a  cheerful  and  useful 
occasion  for  the  cultivation  of  better  acquaintance,  mutual 
respect,  and  more  vigorous  life  in  the  future. 


THE    TRANSMUTATION    OF  METALS. 

The  modern  representative  of  Hermes  Trismegistus  on 
whom  Mr.  Streeter,  the  manufacturing  goldsmith,  has  lately 
thrust  the  undesirable  fame  of  a  police-court  inquiry,  is  by 
no  means  the  first  alchemist  whose  practice,  or  rather  pro- 
fession, of  the  occult  art  has  got  into  trouble.  His  prede- 
cessors were,  it  is  true,  generally  imprisoned,  tortured,  or

the  excessive  credulity  of  their 
is  due  to,  let  us  hope,  the  un- 
file Bond  Street  jeweller.  Mr. 
Hannay,  the  magistrate,  is,  it  all  events,  in  duty  bound  to 
maiuUiu  »ii  upMii  mind,  as  he  seems  inclined  to  do.  No 
man  living  has  a  right  to  declare  that  the  philosopher's 
stone  is  an  impossible  dream,  though  the  conversion  of  one 
sovereign  into  three  is  a  curious  and  novel  manifestation  of 
its  properties. 

Modern  chemical  notions,  such  as  those  which  Mr.  Crookes 
submitted  to  the  British  Association  a  few  years  ago,  are 
not  so  remote  from  the  ideas  of  the  early  Arab  fathers  of 
the  science  as  they  might  seem.  Here  is  how  Geber  lays 
down  the  principles  of  alchemy  :  — 

The  Sun  (gold)  is  formed  of  very  subtile  mercury,  with  a 
very  little  sulphur,  very  pure,  unalterable,  and  bright,  and  of 

a  clear  red  tint  When  the  sulphur  is  impure, 

coarse,  dull  red,  and  is  combined  with  impure  mercury,  the 
mixture  forms  Venus  (copper).  A  whitish  sulphur,  with  an 
impure  partially  volatile  mercury,  yields  Jupiter  (tin). 

Mr.  Crookes,  in  his  brilliant  essay  on  the  "  Genesis  of  the 
Elements,"  was  rather  less  definite,  but  there  are  not  wanting 
points  of  contact  between  his  views  and  those  of  old  Geber. 

The  alchemists  regarded  mercury  and  sulphur  as  the  con- 
stituents of  all  metals,  and  by  mercury  and  sulphur  they 
understood  rather  the  essences  of  those  substances  than  the 
substances  themselves.  They  thought  that  nature  in  the 
production  of  metals  was  always  aiming  to  combine  the 
elements  so  as  to  yield  gold,  and  that  silver,  tin,  copper, 
iron,  and  lead,  were  only  so  many  comparative  failures. 
There  was  a  general  belief  that  in  process  of  time  the 
planets  would  convert  the  inferior  metals  into  those  called 
noble,  and  some  philosophers — Glaisher,  for  instance — held 
that  there  was  a  constant  circle  of  molecular  transformations 
proceeding,  so  that  while  the  vile  metals  gradually  became 
transmuted  into  silver  and  gold,  the  latter  deteriorated  in 
time  into  the  form  of  their  humbler  relatives.  The  action 
of  the  stars  was,  however,  a  business  of  centuries ;  the  al- 
chemists not  unnaturally  sought  to  hurry  things  somewhat. 
The  composition  of  the  philosopher's  stone  was,  no  doubt, 
very  variable.  Every  kingdom  of  nature— animal,  vegetable, 
and  mineral — was  ransacked  to  find  it,  while  absurd  old 
tomes,  which  gave  enigmatical  but  meaningless  sugges- 
tions, were  laboriously  studied  by  earnest  but  simple-minded 
inquirers.  Basil  Valentin  expressed  a  fear  lest  he  should  have 
revealed  the  mysteries  of  alchemy  too  clearly,  which,  he 
says,  would  be  to  voluntarily  cast  himself  into  hell.  As 
a  specimen  of  his  lucidity  may  be  quoted  his  method  of 
describing  one  of  his  favourite  chemicals.  He  says,  "  Vtii- 
taiido  inieriora  terra,  rectificandoqve,  inuenies  occitltum 
lapidem,  vcram  medicinam."  The  initials  of  these  Latin 
words  spell  vitriolum.  Salmon  says,  "  It  is  only  among 
contradictions  and  apparent  falsehoods  we  can  hope  to 
find  the  truth;  it  is  only  in  the  midst  of  thorns  we  can 
gather  the  mysterious  rose  ;  to  take  the  fruit  from  the  tree 
of  gold,  in  the  garden  of  the  Hesperides,  we  must  first 
defeat  the  dragon  which  watches  at  the  gate  "  ;  and  so  on 
through  a  dozen  more  metaphors.  The  fear  of  writing  too 
plainly  was  evidently  with  Rhases  when  he  gave  his  "  De- 
scription of  a  very  simple  process  to  make  the  elixir  of  life  " 

 Ilccipc  aliquid  ignotum,  quantum  vohteris    (Take  of  some 

unknown  substance  as  much  as  you  think  proper).  The 
oldest  known  document  on  the  subject,  which  is  believed  to 
belong  to  the  seventh  century,  and  was  known  as  the 
"  Table  of  Emerald,"  because  it  was  declared  to  have  been 
written  by  Hermes  with  a  diamond  on  an  immense  emerald, 
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•is  given  ia  all  works  on  alchemy,  and  was  the  model  of  the 
formularies  and  the  text  of  a  number  of  commentaries 
■current  from  the  fifteenth  to  the  seventeenth  centuries. 
This  is  the  most  intelligible  sentence  in  it :  - 

Thou  shalt  separate  the  earth  from  the  fire,  the  subtle 
from  the  substanoe,  gently,  with  great  industry.  It  as- 
oendeth  from  earth  to  heaven,  and  again  descendeth  to 
earth,  and  it  receiveth  the  force  of  things  on  high,  and 
things  beneath.  By  this  means  thou  shalt  have  all  the  glory 
■of  the  world,  and  all  obscurity  shall  depart  from  thee. 

Van  Helmont  described  the  powder  which  a  travelling 
alchemist  showed  him  as  "  the  colour  of  powdered  saffron, 
but  heavy  and  brilliant  as  crushed  glass  "  Paracelsus  said 
it  was  "a  solid  body  of  deep  ruby  colour,  transparent, 
flexible,  but  brittle  like  glass."  Helvetius,  who  like  Van 
Helmont,  was  no  doubt  deceived  by  a  clever  manipulator, 
said  it  was  the  colour  of  sulphur.  De  Villeneuve  gave  a 
formula  to  prepare  it  as  follows : — Take  three  parts  of  pure 
silver  in  shavings,  and  triturate  with  one  part  of  mercury, 
digest  in  vinegar  and  salt  and  sublime.  That  is  easy 
enough,  and  it  yields  corrosive  sublimate. 

Stahl,  the  eminent  author  of  the  phlogiston  theory,  declared 
that  the  philosopher's  stone  existed  in  the  red  part  of  the 
stained  glass  of  ancient  churches. 

Robert  Boyle,  the  famous  English  chemist,  was  one  of  the 
first  to  expose  the  sleight-of-hand  performance  which  the 
■travelling  humbugs  of  that  date  practised  with  such  success 
•on  so  many  men  of  learning,  as  well  as  at  the  courts  of 
kings  and  emperors.  In  his  Sceptical  Chymist  he  tells  of  an 
experiment  which  one  of  these  men  performed  in  his  labora- 
tory. He  left  gold  in  the  crucible,  but  Boyle  never  doubted 
that  he  put  it  there  in  the  first  place.  His  exposure  did  not, 
however,  finally  dispose  of  the  faith  in  the  philosopher's 
atone.  But  a  tragic  event  which  occurred  about  a  century  ago 
effectually  extinguished  for  the  time  the  lingering  belief  in 
its  existence.  James  Price,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  was  a  physician  at 
•Guildford,  who  had  given  himself  up  to  alchemical  studies. 
By  certain  experiments  he  satisfied  some  of  his  friends  that 
he  could  produce  silver  and  gold,  and  he  gave  a  public 
•demonstration  of  his  success.  Out  of  60  oz.  of  mercury, 
with  borax,  charcoal,  and  certain  secret  powders,  he  pro- 
duced an  ingot  of  silver  weighing  2i  oz.  This  experiment 
was  made  on  May  30,  1782,  and  was  attested  by  a  large 
number  of  witnesses,  among  whom  the  names  of  Lords 
Onslow,  King,  and  Palmerston  appear.  The  affair  was  much 
talked  about,  and  Sir  James  Banks,  who  was  a  fellow- 
member  of  the  Royal  Society  with  Dr.  Price,  persuaded  that 
body  to  call  upon  their  associate  to  repeat  his  experiments 
in  presence  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council.  Price 
endeavoured  to  escape  the  ordeal  on  various  pretences,  and 
bis  refusal  was  treated  as  a  confession  of  fraud.  Stung  by 
the  contempt  with  which  he  was  treated,  Price  made  prepa- 
rations, and  ultimately  fixed  a  day  on  which  he  invited 
•every  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  to  visit  his  laboratory  at 
Guildford.  Only  a  very  few  members  appeared,  and  the 
alchemist,  perhaps  mortified  by  the  disregard  thus  mani- 
fested towards  himself  and  his  pretended  discovery,  or  more 
likely  in  pursuance  of  a  plan  decided  upon,  stepped  into  an 
inner  chamber,  drank  a  strong  dose  of  cherry-laurel  water, 
and  died  in  about  half-anhour. 


TECHNICAL  EDUCATION  IN  LONDON. 
There  are  those  who  think  the  London  University  Convoca- 
tion made  a  serious  mistake  last  week  in  rejecting  the 
•supplemental  charter.  With  them  the  evil  is  that  London 
fcas  not  a  Teaching  university  ;  that  the  modern  Babylon 
■has  to  send  her  sons  to  country  towns  and  cities  to  get  the 


stamp  which  appears  to  be  necessary  before  they  can  pass  as 
men  of  culture.  So  it  will  ever  be,  we  should  think,  in 
regard  to  the  arts.  As  long  as  boys  are  educated  in  the 
great  public  schools,  from  there  they  will  be  drafted  to 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  not  only  because  that  is  "  the  proper 
thing,"  but  because  centuries  of  experience  and  accumulated 
endowments  make  these  universities  the  most  attractive  and 
most  efficient  establishments.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
there  is  a  necessity  for  one  huge  public  educational  institu- 
tion for  the  metropolis,  nor  does  the  cry  for  a  Teaching 
university  arise  from  that.  Many  of  those  who  join  in  that 
cry  have  the  idea  that  a  university  is  an  organisation  which 
educates  students  up  to  a  certain  point — viz.,  the  degree- 
standard — next  examines  them  and  bestows  the  degree. 
Dr.  Ramsay,  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  University  College, 
well  said,  in  a  letter  to  the  Times  the  other  day : — 

The  true  criterion  of  a  university  is  not  the  possession  of 
a  staff  of  teachers  —  that  it  has  in  common  with  every 
school;  it  is  not  the  power  of  granting  degrees — a  degree 
differs  from  a  diploma  only  in  name,  and  many  corporations 
give  the  right  of  usiDg  certain  letters  denoting  a  title  after 
examination,  and  yet  they  are  not  universities ;  it  is  not  the 
monopoly  of  higher  teaching,  for  that  may  be  shared  by 
every  competent  instructor.  The  true  criterion  of  a  univer- 
sity is  that  it  advances  knowledge  beyond  its  present  bounds. 
This  was  the  idea  of  the  universities  of  the  Middle  Ages ; 
it  is  the  present  aim  of  the  universities  of  Germany. 

It  is  nothing  like  this  that  is  demanded  by  tho3e  who  ask 
for  a  new  London  university.  Yet  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be 
said  in  favour  of  Professor  Ramsay's  definition  of  a  university, 
and  it  happens  that  it  fits  in  with  the  present  spirit  of  our 
leading  universities  and  colleges,  which  are  endeavouring  to 
get  the  best  students,  at  least,  to  prosecute  science  in  search 
of  new  truths,  after  the  ordinary  period  of  education  is  com- 
plete. So  far  as  London  is  concerned,  it  is  not  a  bit  behind 
any  of  the  provincial  and  university  towns  in  this  respect, 
although  cost  of  living  and  other  circumstances  place  us 
decidedly  below  what  is  done  in  Germany.  Still,  this  is  a 
matter  which  need  not  be  deplored  in  a  hopeless  way.  The 
forward  movement  in  scientific  education  is  yet  young  with 
us,  and  the  progress  made  during  the  last  five-and-twenty 
years  is  more  than  gratifying.  King's  and  University 
Colleges  no  longer  stand  alone.  Since  they  were  founded 
the  Government  schools  at  South  Kensington  have  been 
established  and  have  outstripped  them;  and  it  is  only 
within  the  past  decade  that  the  City  and  Guilds  of 
London  Institute  has  commenced  work.  These  are 
the  leavening  places  of  the  country.  The  Government 
schools  havfs  educated  and  sent  out  to  all  parts  of  the  king- 
dom efficient  teachers  of  science,  who  are  making  our 
artisans  better  equipped  for  the  racial  struggle  for  that 
supremacy  in  commerce  which  is  likely  to  be  a  prevailing 
characteristic  of  the  twentieth  century.  Towards  this  end 
little  less  has  been  done  during  its  short  existence  by  the 
City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute.  Few  people  are  aware 
what  this  institution  is  doing  in  the  country  as  well  as  in 
London.  Last  year,  we  learn  from  the  recently-issued 
report,  the  Institute  had  483  registered  classes,  besides  those 
at  its  directly  subsidised  sohools,  and  at  these  classes  there 
were  12,022  students  receiving  instruction  in  branches  of 
knowledge  connected  with  35  industries.  The  majority  of 
these  students  enter  for  the  Institute's  diplomas  in  the 
respective  subjects,  and  these  are  as  valuable  from  the 
commercial  point  of  view  as  the  Minor  certificate  is  to  a 
chemist's  assistant.  The  number  who  tried  for  the  diplomas 
was  6,553,  of  whom  a  little  more  than  one-half  succeeded. 
There  is  no  question  of  the  fact  that  the  work  done  by  the 
Institute  is  extremely  useful  to  the  nation ;  but  it  is  re- 
garded as  of  secondary  importance  in  comparison  with  the 
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Institute's  educational  establishments  in  London.  Both  at 
the  Central  Institution,  South  Kensington,  and  the  Finsbury 
Technical  College,  the  instruction  given  in  the  physical 
sciences  is  of  the  highest  character,  and  the  equipment  in 
teachers  and  appliances  is  such  as  London  may  well  be 
proud  of.  Neither  is  taken  advantage  of  to  the  fullest 
extent ;  indeed,  it  is  questionable  if  London  can,  with  its 
millions  of  inhabitants,  produce  the  raw  material  to  fill  the 
benches.  Thus  the  Central  Institution  is  designed  to  receive 
200  students  of  the  highest  standard ;  that  is,  youths  who 
show  evidence  of  good  all  round  education,  and  who  are 
able  to  embark  upon  a  three-years'  currioulum  of  careful 
training,  sufficient  to  make  each  man  competent  to  take  the 
most  responsible  position  as  an  engineer  or  chemist.  At 
present  the  Institution  has  three-fourths  of  its  full  comple- 
ment of  students ;  and,  doubtless,  if  any  extraordinary 
demand  were  to  arise  it  could,  by  increasing  the  staff 
of  teachers,  take  in  more  than  the  200.  If  the 
progress  during  the  next  five  years  is  proportionate  to 
the  progress  during  the  first  five  of  the  Institute's  working 
life,  this  may  be  necessary.  Of  special  significance,  how- 
ever, is  the  fact  that  at  present,  both  in  the  central  institu- 
tion and  the  Finsbury  Technical  College,  there  is  a  tendency 
to  overcrowd  the  electrical  department  at  the  expense  of  the 
chemistry  departments.  This  is  even  observable  in  the 
evening  classes  at  the  college,  and  is  explained  by  the  in- 
creasing applications  of  electric  force,  and  consequent  de- 
mand for  men  well  versed  in  the  science  as  overseers.  This 
fact  justifies  the  existence  of  the  Institute  and  its  expendi- 
ture of  352.542Z.  since  1878.  For  it  has  prevented  an  efflux 
of  students  to  foreign  universities,  and  any  appreciable 
influx  of  foreign  talent,  such  as  was  observed  when  the 
demand  arose  for  scientifically-trained  chemists.  As  for 
education  in  advanced  chemistry,  there  is  no  evidence  that 
it  cannot  be  obtained  in  the  principal  London  schools,  and 
we  are  sufficiently  optimistic  to  share  the  belief  that  they, 
with  the  schools  in  Birmingham,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow, 
Leeds,  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Newcastle,  and  other  provin- 
cial centres,  can  furnish  as  efficient  technical  training  as  any 
German  university.  The  misfortune,  if  we  may  call  it  so,  of 
our  educational  institutions  is  that  they  cannot  turn  out 
their  pupils  as  "  doctors  "  at  the  end  of  a  two-years'  curri- 
culum. If  the  forward  movement  iB  to  give  us  something  of 
this  character,  may  it  be  long  before  a  Teaching  university 
is  established  in  our  midst  1 


COMMENTARY. 


Direct  Positives.— In  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist 
of  January  31  we  printed  a  note  on  the  experiments  made 
by  Colonel  Waterhouse  in  obtaining  direct  positive  photo- 
graphs by  the  use  of  derivatives  of  carbamide.  The  subject 
has  again  come  forward  owing  to  an  exhibit  made  at  the 
Royal  Society's  soir6e  recently,  at  which  Professor  Emerson 
Reynolds  exhibited  a  series  of  new  derivatives  such  as 
Colonel  Waterhouse  has  worked  with.  He  had  a  paper  on 
the  subject  at  the  Chemical  Society,  on  May  7,  where  the 
photographs  were  also  exhibited.  It  is  tetrathiocarbamid- 
ammonium  bromide  (H,N2CS),H1NBr,  which  is  the  most 
effective  agent,  the  presence  of  only  TJsth  of  a  grain  per 
ounce  of  "eikonogen"  developer  causing  the  negative  image 
that  first  appears  to  change  into  a  rich-coloured  positive. 
The  series  of  six  small  photographs  show  the  process  of 
reversal  interrupted  at  different  stages,  so  that  the  transi- 
tion from  a  negative  to  a  positive  can  bo  traced.  At  the 
Chemical  Society,  Mr.  Groves  drew  attention  to  the  curious 
fact  that  the  silver  deposit,  which,  in  the  early  stage  of 


development,  apparently  behaves  like  that  forming  an  ordi- 
nary negative  image,  in  the  later  stage  becomes  soluble.  It 
will  be  a  splendid  thing  for  lantern  photography  if  this 
process  is  perfected ;  but  as  yet  it  can  only  be  considered  to 
be  in  the  experimental  stage. 

A  STur/r  op  Chlobalamide.—  Dr.  John  Gordon,  of  Aber- 
deen, has  resumed  his  study  of  recently-introduced  hypnotics, 
taking  on  this  occasion  chloralamide.  His  results  are  com- 
municated to  the  British  Medical  Journal  of  May  16.  After 
referring  to  the  chemical  and  physical  properties  of  the  sub- 
stance, Dr.  Gordon  gives  the  results  of  his  experiments  with  it 
on  blood-pressure  and  respiration,  its  action  on  motor  nerves,, 
and  on  muscle-substance,  after  which  clinical  obs  ervations- 
are  mentioned,  including  the  effect  of  the  drug  upon  the 
urine,  pulse,  respiration,  and  digestion.  In  regard  to  its- 
hypnotic  action  he  says  that  "  with  the  smaller  doses  there 
was  no  evidence  of  any  sleep-inducing  power  ;  but  wher> 
doses  of  20  grains  and  upwards  were  given  and  the  subject 
placed  in  favourable  surroundings  for  sleep,  the  hypnotic: 
influence  became  evident.  As  a  rule,  sleep  came  on  in  about 
half  an  hour  after  the  dose.  The  sleep  induced  was  plea- 
sant, tranquil,  and  easy ;  awakening  was  gradual,  and 
without  mental  confusion,  headache,  or  depression."  Only 
in  one  case  was  excitement  observed,  and  that  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  exceptional.  In  addition  to  the  direct  hypnotic 
action  of  the  drug,  it  was  frequently  observed  that  the 
patient  being  once  put  in  the  way  of  sleep,  there  followed  a 
series  of  sleepful  nights.  Still  more  frequently  was  it  no- 
ticed that  on  the  night  succeeding  the  administration  of 
the  drug  sleep  supervened  spontaneously.  That  this  did' 
not  depend  upon  deferred  action  of  the  drug  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  patients  stated  that  they  had  no  feeling 
of  drowsiness  or  depression  during  the  day.  In  no  case  was- 
it  noticed  that  a  craving  for  the  drug  was  developed, 
although  in  some  cases  it  was  given  for  two  or  three  weeks- 
almost  nightly.  The  results  were  most  satisfactory  in  senile 
insomnia,  pulmonary  diseases,  and  hysteria.

This  is  a  volume  of  the  "  Students'  Aids  Series  " — medical 
students  presumably,  for  it  wants  the  very  information  re- 
garding processes  which  pharmaceutical  students  must  know, 
while  it  gives  that  smattering  of  therapeutics  which  appears 
to  satisfy  medical  students.    Irrespective  of  this  there  is 
little  in  the  book  to  commend  it.    It  starts  with  "  the  ap- 
pendix," whatever  that  may  be,  and  goes  on  to  "  the  reme- 
dies added  to  the  '  British  Pharmacopoeia '  in  1885,"  which 
we  find  to  be  the  whole  Pharmacopoeia.  Except  that  it  is  less 
bulky,  and  cheaper  than  the  "  Pharmacopoeia,"  we  do  not 
see  anything  in  the  book  to  make  it  preferable  to  the  official 
one  ;  but  we  find  much  inaccuracy  and  misstatement  in 
it,  which  make  it  an  objectionable  book  for  students. 


TWO  COLONIAL  HANDBOOKS. 

Tlie  Colonial  Tear- book  for  1891.  By  A.  J.  B.  Trendell, 
C.M.G.  ;  with  an  introduction  by  J.  Scott  Keltie, 
Librarian,  R.G.S.  Sampson  Low  &  Co.  Demy  8vo 
cloth,  836  pp.    Price  6s. 

The  Australian  Handbook  and  Shippers'  and  Importers' 
Directory  for  1891  (twenty-second  year  of  issue), 
London  :  Gordon  &  Gotch.  Royal  8vo,  cloth. 
613  pp. 

Whex  we  had  occasion  a  year  ago  to  call  attention  to  the 
publication  of  the  first  edition  of  the  "  Colonial  Year-Book  " 
we  predicted  a  useful  and  successful  career  to  the  new 
venture.  The  second  edition  of  the  work  now  comes  to  bear 
witness  to  the  correctness  of  our  prognostications,  and  there 
can  scarcely  be  any  doubt  that  it  has  made  good  its  claim 
to  rank  high  among  the  growing  number  of  reference-books 
on  Colonial  affairs.  Mr.  Scott  Keltie,  the  accomplished 
librarian  of  the  Boyal  Geographical  Society,  has  undertaken 
the  difficult  task  of  following  Professor  Seeley  in  the  author- 
ship of  the  introductory  notice  to  the  work,  and  acquits 
himself  of  that  task  with  a  success  begotten  of  his  evident 
enthusiasm  for  the  subject. 

The  "  Colonial  Year-book  "  has  been  considerably  extended 
and  amplified  since  its  first  issue.  The  number  of  maps  in 
the  book  has  been  increased  to  eleven,  of  which  to  say  that 
they  are  executed  by  Stanford  is  to  acknowledge  their  value 
and  neatness.  British  India  might,  perhaps,  have  come  in 
for  somewhat  more  generous  treatment  in  the  matter  of 
cartography,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  our  great 
dependency,  not  being  a  colony,  has  itself  no  place  in  the 
year-book,  nor  has  British  Burmah,  though  Ceylon  is 
honoured  with  a  well-written  and,  on  the  whole,  care- 
lully-compiled  chapter,  to  which  we  would  suggest  the 
addition,  in  future  editions,  of  a  paragraph  on  some  of  the 
valuable,  though  minor  products  of  the  island,  such  as 
essential  oils,  cardamoms,  &c,  and  the  amplification  of  the 
information  regarding  cinchona-culture.  It  is  also  necessary 
to  point  out  that  all  mention  of  the  important  spice  trade  of 
Jamaica  is  wrapped  up  in  the  not  quite  accurate  statement 
tnat  there  are  also  in  the  island  remunerative  crops  of 
pimento  and  ginger,  cochineal,  spikenard,  liquorice-root, 
castor  oil,  nuts,  vanilla,  pepper  of  every  variety, 
arrowroot,  ipecacuanha,  jalap,  cassia,  senna,  and  many 
other  medicinal  roots,  plants,  and  seeds."  The  in- 
quiring student  will  certainly  imagine  from  this 
that  Jamaica  is  one  of  the  mainsprings  of  our  drug-supply. 
iM  Leeward  Islands,  those  neglected  and  unassuming 
fragments  of 'our  empire  to  which  Nature,  while  lavishing 
upon  them  the  gifts  of  an  almost  perfect  climate,  an  unsur- 
passable natural  beauty,  and  a  boundless  fertility,  has  denied 
tne  mineral  treasures  that  have  riveted  the  attention  of  the 
emigrant  upon  many  a  less  deserving  land,  are  well  described, 
•ine  chapters  treating  of  their  history  and  commercial  value 
are,  indeed,  so  interesting  that  we  almost  apologise  for 


pointing  out  one  very  slight  imperfection  in  the  account. 
The  tree,  from  the  leaves  of  which  bay  mm  is  distilled  in 
Dominica,  should  be  described  as  -Vyrcia  acris,  or  still  better, 
as  Pimento,  acris.  With  regard  to  the  account  of  thelime-juice 
industry  of  Dominica,  the  observations  in  last  week's  Chemist 
am'  Druggist  may  perhaps  be  studied  with  some  advantage. 
Mashonaland  and  Matabeleland  are  names  the  sound  of 
which  in  the  modern  Britisher's  ears  almost  recalls  the 
ecstasy  which  the  mention  of  Jerusalem  must  have  excited 
in  the  breasts  of  the  Crusaders.  The  thirster  for  knowledge 
concerning  the  domains  of  King  Lo  Bengula  may  slake  his 
craving  in  a  map  and  nine  pages  of  print  concerning  British 
Zambesia,  in  which  he  will  find  a  synopsis  of  all  that  is  at 
present  known  of  the  African  Eldorado  and  its  dusky  ruler. 
Lo  Bengula,  by  the  way,  receives  quite  a  good  character  in 
these  pages.  He  is  almost  a  temperance  man,  abstaining 
altogether  from  spirits  (a  commendable  instance  of  good 
taste,  considering  the  average  quality  of  the  alcohol  ex- 
ported to  Africa  for  native  use),  and  generously  presenting 
to  his  wives  any  champagne  which  may  be  offered  to  him 
by  the  promiscuous  trader  or  prospector.  In  this  respect 
he  differs  from  his  royal  brother  Gungunhama  of  Gazaland, 
and  from  most  other  African  monarcbs  with  whom  civilisa- 
tion has  had  to  grapple  in  the  past.  With  such  a  king, 
and  under  the  protecting  regis  of  philanthropic  explora- 
tiondom,  the  happy  vision  of  Thackeray's  youthful  days  may 
soon  be  realised,  if  not  at  Timbuctoo,  at  least  along  the 
Limpopo  river,  when  "Afric's  tribes  the  hills  of  glory  mount, 
And  sell  their  sugars  on  their  own  account ;  While  one  by  one 
the  prostrate  nations  come,  Sue  for  their  rice,  and  barter 
for  their  rum." 

One  small  dependency,  Heligoland,  was  lost  to  the  Crown 
last  year,  but  as  a  set-off  against  this  infinitesmal  diminu- 
tion of  area  our  empire  in  Africa  was  increased  to  the  extent 
of  probably  not  less  than  two  million  square  miles,  "  with- 
in which  those  pioneers  of  civilisation  the  great  chartered 
companies  are  rearing  an  empire  which  may  one  day  vie. 
both  in  extent  and  importance  "  with  that  reared  by  the 
East  India  Company  of  old."  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
wish  may  be  realised,  and  that  the  lesson  of  the  many  and 
lamentable  shortcomings  of  the  East  India  Company  and 
the  other  less  successful  corporations  of  "  Adventurers  "  of 
former  generations  may  not  be  lost  upon  us.  Government 
by  trading  company  has  been  successful  enough  in  Borneo, 
but  it  is  rather  early  yet  to  anticipate  its  results  on  the 
larger  scale  and  altered  conditions  upon  which  it  is  being 
applied  in  Africa.  Mr.  Keltie  in  his  preface  gives  some 
useful  figures,  showing  the  extent  of  the  trade  of  the 
different  members  of  the  empire  with  one  another.  The 
very  fact  upon  which  he  lays  stress — that  our  trade  with 
the  United  States  amounts  to  one-third  of  our  entire 
foreign  commerce,  and  equals  the  whole  of  our  colonial 
trade  (that  of  India  excepted) — is  a  strong,  though  per- 
haps unintended,  argument  against  the  theory  that  the  un- 
limited expansion  of  our  dominions  is  necessary  for  the  pre- 
servation of  our  commerce.  To  rule  or  govern  11,000,000 
square  miles,  and  360,000,000  people  is  a  task  which  may 
well  satisfy  the  most  Imperial  of  nations. 

The  "  Australian  Handbook  "  is  a  model  of  what  a  com- 
mercial handbook  should  be.  The  work  contains  maps  of 
all  the  colonies  of  Australasia,  plans  of  the  principal  cities, 
railway  maps,  street,  views,  &c.  The  information  with  which 
it  is  replete  relative  to  Australian  customs  tariffs,  trade 
statistics,  and  so  fotth,  appears  to  be  well  brought  up  to 
date,  though  to  keep  pace  with  the  changes  in  Australian 
tariffs  is  no  easy  task.  Financial  pressure  and  the  growth  of 
Protectionist  opinions  in  many  parts  of  the  Antipodes  are  a 
perpetual  excuse  for  tariff  tinkering  by  the  colonial  Legisla- 
tures, though  the  possibility  of  the  accomplishment  of 
Australasian  union  in  the  near  future,  and  the  unification  of 
the  tariff  which  will  almost  certainly  follow,  may  save  some 
trouble  in  future  editions  of  the  handbook.  Special  chapters, 
some  by  experts,  have  been  written  for  the  handbook  on 
Australian  exploration,  history,  geology,  production,  and  so 
forth.  These  are  mostly  good,  but  occasionally  rather 
scrappy.  The  financial  and  banking  information  given  in 
the  handbook  is,  however,  particularly  good  :  and  this  is 
important  in  regard  to  a  Continent  with  which  we  trade  to 
the  extent  of  over  53,000,000/.  a  year,  and  the  inhabitants  of 
which  are  among  our  largest,  and  we  may  add  most  reliable, 
debtors. 
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;the  IMPORTATION  [OF  DRUGS. 


*  T  a  meeting  of  the  Berlin  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on 
Ul  May  14,  Mr.  H.  Helbing,  of  London,  gave  a  lecture  on 
"  London  Drugs  :  their  Varieties  and  their  Substitutes,"  in 
which,  after  referring  to  the  fact  that  the  London  drug- 
market  is  by  far  the  most  important  one  of  the  world,  and 
giving  a  description  of  the  drugs  in  the  London  Docks 
warehouses  and  showrooms  (with  which  subject  the  readers 
of  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  are  familiar,  from  articles 
which  have  appeared  in  this  journal  from  time  to  time),  he 
gave  some  interesting  observations  in  regard  to  a  number  of 
specimens  he  had  collected  since  the  beginning  of  this  year. 
Mr.  Helbing  showed  seventeen  different  samples  of  carda- 
moms, and  observed  that  those  from  Ceylon,  like  nearly  all 
other  drugs  exported  by  that  island,  were  carefully  bleached 
and  packed.  The  finest  of  his  specimens  was  grown  from 
seed  originally  obtained  from  Mysore,  in  India,  and  repre- 
sented about  ten  times  the  value  of  the  most  common  un- 
bleached Tellicherry  fruit.  In  valuing  cardamoms  three 
points  especially  are  to  be  taken  into  consideration  :  in  the 
first  place,  the  quality  of  size  and  roundness  of  shape  ; 
secondly,  the  proper  bleaching ;  and,  thirdly,  the  relative 
weight  of  the  seeds.  "It  is  interesting,"  the  lecturer  said, 
"  for  our  profession  to  know  that  the  most  common  carda- 
moms and  the  long  fruits  find  purchasers  just  as  quickly  as 
the  finer  grades,  although  the  former  are  probably  only 
used  in  the  preparation  of  powders,  liqueurs,  &c."  While  car- 
damoms are  mostly  sold  by  auction  just  as  they  are  imported — 
that  is,  without  going  through  any  sorting  in  London — nutmegs 
will  give  a  good  idea  of  the  different  species  of  manipu- 
lation through  which  drugs  pass  in  London.  From 
all  nutmegs  arriving  on  that  market  the  wormy  and  perished 
specimens  are  picked  out,  and  every  single  nut  passes 
through  the  hands  of  workmen.  The  rejected  nuts  are  then 
again  sorted,  and  from  this  continued  manipulation  result 
the  various  grades  which  you  find  represented  in  the  samples 
shown.  Nutmegs  rarely  arrive  in  their  shells,  and  in  that 
condition  they,  of  course,  are  worth  rather  less,  although  it 
may  be  surmised  that  the  shells  themselves  are  mostly  also 
used  for  pulverising  and  adulterating  purposes.  The  limeing 
of  nutmegs  takes  place  not  only  in  the  Dutch  posses- 
sions, but  also  frequently  in  London.  A  collection  of  fifteen 
specimens  of  gum  tragacanth  was  next  commented  upon, 
and  an  explanation  given  of  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  sea- 
damaged,"  which  frequently  occur  in  the  sale-catalogue.  The 
so-called  sea- damaged  drugs  are  usually  well  competed  for 
at  the  auctions,  and,  in  many  cases,  only  the  appearance  of 
the  article  suffers,  while  for  manufacturing  purposes  it  remains 
in  every  respect  good;  but  often  sea-damaged  drugs  are 
placed  in  the  market  which,  properly  speaking,  ought  not  to 
be  offered  for  sale.  In  illustration  of  this  statement  the 
lecturer  referred  to  some  aconite- root  from  Japan.  German 
and  other  Continental  aconite  is  all  sold  in  London  by 
private  treaty,  while  the  Japanese  root  is  frequently  offered 
by  auction  in  large  quantities.  Three  samples  were  shown, 
of  which  one  was  of  sound  and  good  quality,  the  two 
others,  especially  the  third  one,  being  very  considerably 
damaged,  probably  by  the  action  of  sea-water.  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  need  cause  no  surprise  if  aconite  prepara- 
tions of  varying  strength  should  be  placed  in  the  market, 
for  if  these  mouldy  roots  should  also  be  used  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  the  process  of  decomposition  which  had  set  in 
would  certainly  affect  the  active  principle  of  the  drug  also.  But 
while  frequently  exceedingly  bad  specimens  of  drugs  are  met 
with  in  the  market,  specimens  are  occasionally  found  which  are 
a  real  joy  to  the  collector,  and  almost  appear  too  fine_to  be 
used  for  manufacturing  purposes.  That,  Mr.  Helbing  thought, 
might  |  be  said  of  a  sample  of  Alexandrian  senna  which  he 
showed.  The  senna  of  commerce,  with  few  exceptions,  now 
consists  of  Tinnevelly  leaves  ;  and  although  occasionally  at 
auction  this  variety  is  being  sold  by  hundreds  of  bales  at  a 
time,  large  dark- green  and  uninjured  leaves  are  always  much 
sought  after.  Alexandrian  senna  is  still  more  frequently  of 
common  quality,  and  it  is  very  rare  to  meet  with  a  sample  so 
carefully  gathered  and  dried  as  that  which  Mr.  Helbing 
showed.  He  also  called  attention  to  an  exceptionally  fine 
specimen  of  ipecacuanha  in  entire  roots,  carefully  separated 
and  tied  in  small  bundles  by  the  collectors.    This  showed 


the  high  quality  of  drugs  which  would  be  obtainable  if  the 
average  collector  only  gave  himself  the  necessary  pains  and 
possessed  the  necessary  skill  to  distinguish  between  varieties 
of  an  article.    The  collection  and  the  treatment  of  raw  drugs 
is  of  the  very  highest  importance,  not  only  from  the  point  of 
view  that  the  drugs  ought  to  possess  the  full  properties  and 
strength  of  standaid  specimens,  but  also  in  order  to  find 
buyers  for  the  mat  all.    Without  considering  those  simply 
careless  collectors  who  gather  roots  when  the  earth  is  at  its 
moistest,  or  seeds  simply  when  they  arc  most  easily  removed 
from  the  fruit,  without  any  consideration  whether  that 
moment  is  the  one  at  which  the  drug  in  question  contains 
the  greatest  amount  of  active  principle,  we  still  find  other 
colonists  and  settlers  who  are  totally  destitute  of  the  neces- 
sary technical  knowledge  to  treat  the  drugs  they  grow,  and 
that  they  believe  themselves  to  have  done  their  duty  when 
they  simply  send  the  article  over  in  any  packing  which  may 
be  ready  at  hand.    This  is  particularly  regrettable  because 
it  very  frequently  leads  to  the  importation  of  new  remedies 
in  such  a  condition  that  they  are  entirely  useless  for  chemical 
and  for  physiological  research,  while  many  valuable  additions 
might  have  been  made  to  our  store  of  medicinal  drugs  if  the 
gatherer  of  a  new  remedy  much  esteemed  by  the  natives  of 
the  country  of  its  origin  had  only  displayed  more  technical 
knowledge  in  his  treatment  of  the  first  shipment  to  the 
European  market.  The  lecturer  had  often  seen  packages  from 
distant  countries  which  were  said  to  contain  interesting 
medicinal  novelties,  but  which  upon  arrival  were  found  to 
enclose  nothing  but  a  mass  of  mouldy  and  perished  rubbish. 
The  drugs  had  often  been  placed  in  their  fresh  state  in  a 
case  simply,  after  the  manner  of  turnips  or  other  common 
vegetables,  without  having  been  previously  dried,  or  received 
any  other  treatment  than  to  be  wrapped  in  leaves  or 
common  paper.    South  American,  and  especially  African, 
exporters  are  unrivalled  in  the  carelessness  with  which  they 
treat  sample  shipments.    It  is  often  possible,  through  this 
very  absence  of  care,  to  discover  the  country  of  origin  of  a 
particular  drug,  which  is  frequently  concealed  by  the 
brokers  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  competition. 
It  is  an  easy  step  from  carelessly  collected  and  dried  drugs 
to  accidental  substitutions  or  intentional  adulterations.  To 
the  latter  category  belonged  a  sample  of  gum  benzoin,  of 
which  the  lecturer  said  :  "  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  believe 
that  this  was  received  in  exactly  similar  packing  as  that 
used  for  the  genuine  gum,  but  in  reality  consisted  of  nothing 
but  sand,  stones,  and  resin,  while  the  genuine  almonds  have 
been  manufactured  out  of  French  chalk.  This  benzoin  was  im- 
ported into  London  a  year  ago,  and  the  sample  is  the  only 
one  which  I  have  not  collected  during  the  present  year. 
I  am  indebted  for  it  to  the  kindness  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Meyjes, 
who  himself  possesses  intimate  knowledge  of  the  markets." 
Another  case  of  intentional  adulteration  was  represented  by 
one  of  the  samples  of  indiarubber  exhibited.    One  of  these 
shows  a  fair  quality  ;  the  second  sample  is  somewhat  adul- 
terated, and  evidently  intentionally  so,  by  the  admixture  of 
large  pieces  of  bark  of  trees.    But  this  may  be  described  as 
comparatively  harmless  adulteration  compared  to  the  admix- 
ture of  stones  weighing  a  pound  or  more,  such  as  are  found 
inserted  in  the  third  sample. 

Mr.  Helbing  then  referred  to  a  number  of  new  drugs,  in- 
cluding several  varieties  of  kola ;  a  specimen  of  so-called 
mahogany-seed,  which  had  been  identified  by  Mr.  Jackson, 
of  Kew  Gardens,  as  belonging  to  the  family  of  the 
Sapotacem  ;  to  so-called  soap- berries,  which  are  said  to  con- 
tain over  10  per  cent,  of  saponine,  and  form  the  base  of 
several  patent  cleansers;  and,  finally,  to  a  collection  of 
samples  of  bees'-wax.  Wax,  Mr.  Helbing  said,  is  a' product 
which  we  receive  from  a  larger  number  of  countries  than 
almost  any  other  product.  As  soon  as  any  couniry  becomes 
opened  up  by  civilisation,  as  soon  as  a  settler  establishes 
himself  in  any  new  region,  the  first  sign  of  exportation  is 
frequently  a  consignment  of  wax,  as  both  the  article  and  its 
value  are  known  to  everybody.  A  great  maDy  of  these  first 
consignments  of  wax  are  sent  to  London,  where  it  is  known 
that  there  is  no  import  duty  upon  the^article  ;  and  this  is  of 
special  significance,  because  it  is  clear  that  an  exporter  will 
frequently  send  his  consignments  again  and  again  through  the 
same  firm  which  was  able  to  give  him  a  satisfactory  profit  on 
h  is  first  shipment.  In  this  manner  subsequent  larger  consign- 
ments of  all  varieties  of  goods  are  also  directed  to  London, 
which  might  have  been  shipped  to  another  port,  had  not  the 
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free  import  of  wax  smoothed  the  way  towards  business,  and 
accustomed  the  exporter  to  the  London  market.  It  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation  that  so  many  countries  are  now 
being  opened  to  cultivation,  and  that  so  many  plantations 
are  established  for  the  cultivation  of  useful  products,  in- 
cluding medicinal  plants.  Yet  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
there  is  at  present  a  considerable  over-production  of  many 
medicinal  products,  which  should  lead  colonists  to  consider 
very  carefully  before  they  commence  the  cultivation  of  cer- 
tain articles.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  remind  you  of  the 
history  of  cinchona  cultivation  to  prove  this  point.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  establishment  of  cinchona  plantations 
is  now  no  longer  a  paying  industry,  as  there  cannot  be  any 
question  of  the  profit  on  the  present  prices  of  the  bark. 
This  over-production  has  simply  been  caused  by  the  error 
into  which  planters  frequently  fall,  that  in  their  calculations 
they  leave  entirely  unconsidered  the  price  fluctuations  of 
the  market,  and  give  no  thought  to  the  fact  that  an  in- 
creased production  of  any  article  must  reduce  its  value, 
possibly  to  a  point  when  the  further  cultivation  of  the  plant 
is  no  longer  remunerative. 

Professor  Oscar  Liebreicb,  of  the  Pharmacological  Insti- 
tute, Legationsrath  von  Konig,  who  attended  from  the 
German  Colonial  Office,  the  President,  Dr.  Thorns,  and  other 
gentlemen,  discussed  the  paper,  which  was  listened  to  with 
much  interest.  At  the  same  meeting  an  invitation  to  the 
jubilee  celebration  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  read,  and  several  delegates  were  named  who  it 
was  expected  would  attend.  A  congratulatory  address  from 
the  Berlin  Society  was  read  and  approved.

Alkanet   4  drachma 

Beeswax   . .     4  oz. 

Digest  the  alkanet  in  the  oil  until  sufficiently  coloured ;  then  scrape 

the  beeswax  fine  and  form  a  homogeneous  mixture  by  digestion  over  a 

water-bailu 

For  a  pale  polish  omit  the  alkanet. 

A  White  Polish  :— 

White  wax  1  lb. 

Solution  of  potash  32  oz. 

Boil  to  proper  consistency. 

Polish  for  Fine  Carved  Wood  : — Take  8  oz.  of  linseed  oil 
8  oz.  of  old  ale,  the  white  of  an  egg,  1  oz.  of  spirit,  1  oz.  of 
spirits  of  salt.  To  be  well  shaken  before  using.  A  little  is 
to  be  applied  to  the  face  of  a  soft  linen  pad  and  lightly 
rubbed  for  a  minute  or  two  over  the  article  to  be  restored, 
which  must  afterwards  be  polished  off  with  an  old  silk 
handkerchief.  This  will  keep  any  length  of  time,  if  well 
corked.

Linseed  oil  32  oz. 

Spirit  8  „ 

Vinegar    8 

I'.uttcr  of  antimony   2  „ 

Oil  of  turpentine  8

Oil  of  turpentine  16  oz. 

Rectified  oil  of  amber   16  „ 

Olive  oil   16 

Oil  of  lavender   \ 

Tiuctuie  of  alkanet   4  ,>r. 

Mix. 

A  cotton  rubber  is  saturated  with  this  polish,  which  is 
thus  applied  to  the  wood.  The  latter  is  then  well  rubbed 
with  soft,  dry  cotton  rags  and  wiped  dry.- Meyer  Bros.'

How  to  Colour  Essence  of  Peppermint, 
U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Ferris  states  (Meyer  Bros'  Bruggist) 
that,  in  place  of  adding  the  peppermint  to  a  solntion  of  oil 
of  peppermint,  the  following  method  gives  better  results  : — 

Have  the  peppermint  herb  ground  to  the  proper  fineness, 
then  add  enough  water  to  moisten  the  herb,  pack  in  a  per- 
colator and  percolate  with  water  until  there  is  no  red  colour 
in  the  percolate  ;  then  allow  all  the  water  to  drip  out  of  the 
percolator,  and  continue  the  percolation  with  the  spirit ; 
when  the  desired  quantity  is  obtained,  add  the  oil  of  pepper- 
mint to  it  and  filter.  This  process  washes  the  red  colour  of 
the  stems  out  of  the  ground  herb,  and  leaves  the  pure  green 
colour  of  chlorophyl  in  the  finished  product.  The  old  way 
of  colouring  the  preparation  gives  an  essence  which  soon 
turns  a  dingy  brown  ;  by  the  new  method  it  will  always 
retain  its  colour. 

How  to  Cut  Glass  by  Means  op  Heat. 

Mr.  George  M.  Turner  informs  The  Scientific  American- 
that  the  following  method  of  cutting  glass  has  given  him 
very  desirable  results : — If  a  piece  of  J-inch  soft-glass  tubing 
be  drawn  out  so  that  the  bore  be  somewhat  less  than  one- 
half  a  millimetre  in  diameter,  and  then  attached,  by  means 
of  the  large  end  inserted  into  a  piece  of  rubber  tubing, 
to  a  gas  spigot,  a  small  flame,  about  one  and  one-half 
centimetre  long  and  two  or  three  millimetres  in  diameter, 
can  be  produced.  By  holding  the  piece  of  glass  tubing  as 
one  would  a  lead  pencil,  with  the  point  of  the  flame  applied 
to  the  file-scratch  or  an  already  started  crack,  one  can  lead 
a  crack,  not  by  long,  irregular  jumps,  but  gradually  and 
accurately,  in  any  direction  he  may  desire.  This  device, 
though  very  simple,  has  given  most  excellent  results,  not 
only  in  cutting  bottles  and  large  glass  tubes,  but  in  cutting 
plate-glass  when  a  diamond  cutter  was  not  available.  A 
pointed  flame,  formed  with  a  small  opening  and  under 
the  ordinary  pressure  of  the  gas,  works  better  than  a  shorter 
and  thicker  flame,  formed  with  a  larger  opening  and  with 
less  pressure.  The  flame  in  the  one  case  is  almost  in  the 
same  plane  with  the  tubing,  if  the  glass  tube  be  held 
horizontally  or  as  a  pencil  naturally  hangs  in  the  hand, 
and  its  point  can  be  applied  at  any  angle.  In  the  case 
of  the  flame  formed  from  the  larger  opening,  and  with 
the  gas- pressure  partially  cut  off,  the  flame  will  curve 
upward,  and  its  point  is  with  difficulty  applied  at  most 
angles.

THE  markets  are  still  under  the  influence  of  the  holiday- 
season,  and  neither  cinchona,  drysaltery,  nor  spice 
auctions  were  held  this  week.  Business  in  heavy  chemicals 
also  remains  almost  suspended,  while  the  changes  on  the 
drug  market  are  few,  and  generally  have  been  in  favour  of 
buyers.  The  tone  of  the  market  is  dull,  and  there 
seems  little  prospect  of  any  early  improvement  in  this 
respect.  Among  drugs,  insect- flowers,  cascara  sagrada, 
Calabar  beans,  and  menthol  are  reported  lower,  while 
chamomiles  are  tending  dearer,  and  Italian  and  French 
essential  oils  are  also  well  maintained  in  value.  Oils  of 
star-anise  and  cassia  are  dull  of  Eale.  The  chemical  market 
is  quite  flat,  excepting  for  quinine,  which  has  again  advanced 
somewhat,  though  a  little  "  off "  at  the  close,  and  cocaine, 
which  is  firm.  Citric  and  tartaric  acids  and  cream  of  tartar, 
however,  are  lower.  In  drysalteries  and  spices  the  following 
are  the  principal  changes :  Higher — Shellac,  good  Damar 
gum,  scraped  Kowrie  gum,  good  Madagascar  animi,  Zanzibar 
cloves,  Guinea  grains,  and  African  ginger.  Lower — Gambier, 
West  Indian  tamarinds,  gum  olibanum,  Zanzibar  animi,  and 
ordinary  Kauri  gums. 


France  and  the  African  Peoduob  Tea.de. — Captain 
Trivier,  the  French  explorer  of  Central  Africa,  left  Bordeaux 
in  December  last  on  a  voyage  of  commercial  exploration, 
more  especially  of  the  southern  portion  of  the  African 
continent,  and  will  give  his  particular  attention  to  the  com- 
mercial condition  and  relations  of  the  following  ports  or 
places  in  Africa,  viz. : — Konacry  and  the  district  adjoining 
Sierra  Leone  (condition  of  indiarubberand  sesamum  trade) ; 
the  coast  district  between  Lagos  and  the  mouths  of  the 
Niger  (oil  and  indiarubber  trade) ;  Libreville  and  Gaboon 
(export  trade,  trade  in  dyewoods,  indiarubber,  arachide  nuts, 
agriculture) ;  San  Thomu,  He  de  Prince,  and  Fernando  Po 
(natural  products,  possibility  of  steam  communication  with 
France)  ;  Portuguese  Congo  coast  (natural  products,  imports 
and  exports) ;  German  West  African  coast  (exports,  phos- 
phates trade) ;  and  the  trade  of  Cape  Colony  and 
Mozambique.  In  addition  to  the  information  requested  on 
the  preceding  points,  Captain  Trivier  has  received  directions 
to  furnish  all  other  details  obtainable  regarding  the  indus- 
tries and  commerce  of  the  countries  mentioned  which  may 
have  a  bearing  upon  the  possibility  of  developing  their 
commercial  relations  with  France,  and  in  particular  with 
Bordeaux.  Most  of  the  expense  of  the  journey  is  borne  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Bordeaux,  which  port,  as  is 
known,  is  very  considerably  interested  in  African  trade,  and 
is  one  of  the  principal  markets  for  Senegal  gum,  oils,  oil- 
seeds, &c. 


Manufacture  of  Crystallised  Chloroform  in 
Germany. — The  Pharmaeeutische  Ziet.  states  that  the  famous 
Swiss  chemical  engineer,  Kaoul  Pictet,  in  conjunction  with 
Professor  Liebreich,  of  Berlin,  intends  to  establish  a  factory 
■in  Berlin  for  the  production  on  a  large  scale  of  crystallised 
chloroform.  Under  Mr.  Pictet's  process  the  chloroform  is 
crystallised  under  pressure  at  a  temperature  not  lower  than 
70°  C.  This  temperature  is  a  high  one  compared  to  the 
gree  of  cold  necessary  to  liquefy  certain  other  gases  (such 


as  air,  methylchloride,  and  others),  and  hence  it  is  thought  that 
the  freezing-out  process  of  chloroform  will  prove  practicable 
from  a  financial  point  of  view.  It  is  assumed,  of  course, 
that  the  crystallised  chloroform  produced  under  Mr.  Pictet's 
system  is  chemically  analogous  with  the  ordinary  liquid 
drug.  The  reactions  are  said  to  be  different.  We  believe 
that  Schering's  Chemische  Fabrik  in  Berlin  are  concerned 
in  the  venture. 


High-priced  Tea.— Mr.  F.  K.  Andrews  has  written  to 
the  Times  to  explain  the  manner  in  which  the  high-priced 
golden  tips  lately  sold  in  Mincing  Lane  are  prepared.  Ac- 
cording to  him  the  modus  operandi  is  as  follows : — Every 
chest  of  very  fine  Ceylon  tea  contains  a  great  quantity  of 
"flowery  Pekoe  "—i.e.,  small,  golden-tipped,  undeveloped 
leaves.  A  tea  of  this  description  is  usually  sold  at  about  4s. 
a  pound.  A  handful  of  such  tea  is  spread  on  apiece  of  satin 
about  24  in.  by  6  in.,  the  satin  is  then  lightly  folded,  and  the 
tea  lightly  shaken  to  and  fro  half  a  dozen  times,  which 
process  causes  the  light  fluffy  tips  to  become  entangled  in 
the  silk ;  the  heavier  black  leaves  are  then  shaken  out.  The 
flowery  Pekoe  thus  obtained  still  has  mixed  with  it  some  of 
the  coarser  leaves,  so  the  process  is  repeated  again  and 
again  until  the  product  is  quite  golden  and  flossy.  About 
half  a  pound  may  thus  be  obtained  out  of  every  chest  of 
choice  Ceylon  tea.  This  process,  it  will  be  seen,  agrees  sub- 
stantially with  the  one  described  by  us  when  the  "  high- 
priced  tea  "  boom  first  began  to  manifest  itself. 


Acid  (Citric).— Dull,  and  offering  at  lower  prices 
namely,  Is.  7%d.,  but  we  do  not  hear  of  any  business.  Juice 
is  quoted  at  't£>l.  10*.  For  forward  delivery  Is.  9d.  per  lb.  is 
asked  for  acid. 

Acid  (Tartaric)  — Very  dull  of  sale  at  Is.  2id.  to  Is.  2f  d. 
per  lb.  for  English,  and  Is.  2\d.  for  foreign  crystals  or 
powder. 

Calabar  Beans.  —  In  Liverpool  prices  have  declined 
from  Hd.  per  lb.,  which  was  paid  a  few  days  ago,  to  3%d. 
per  lb.,  at  which  31  bags  subsequently  sold  by  auction. 

Camphor  (Crude). — The  market  remains  steady,  good 
Japan  being  quoted  at  165s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot;  but  we 
have  not  heard  of  any  business  since  the  holidays.  On 
April  16th  reports  from  China  ran  as  follows : — "  Market 
very  firm  and  rising,  owing  to  a  lively  demand  from  the 
home  markets." 

Camphor  (Refined).  —  The  market  is  steady,  English 
makers  still  quoting  Is.  lid.,  although  second-hand  holders 
might  probably  be  found  who  would  sell  at  Is.  10|<i.  Of 
foreign  refined  camphor  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  offer- 
ing on  the  spot :  for  June  delivery  Is.  9d.  is  quoted. 

Canthaeides. — The  shipments  from  China,  as  might  be 
expected  after  the  recent  rise  in  the  article,  are  exceedingly 
heavy.  About  150  cases  were  imported  here  this  week,  and 
it  is  said  that  another  consignment  of  70  at  least  is  on  the 
way.  The  London  market  is  very  flat,  Is.  per  lb.  being  the 
nominal  quotation.  When  the  last  mail  left  China,  on 
April  16,  the  cantbarides  "  boom "  had  by  no  means  sub- 
sided. Stocks  were  then  almost  exhausted,  and  dealers 
demanded  the  exorbitant  price  of  £60  per  picul. 

Cascara  Sagrada.  —  Lower  in  value,  and  offering  at  30s. 
per  cwt. 

Chamomiles  are  reported  dearer  and  very  scarce,  while 
it  is  said  that,  owing  to  the  unfavourable  season,  the  Belgian 
crop  will  bo  small.  42s.  6d.  per  cwt.  is  now  asked  for  fine 
bright  flowers. 

Cinchona.— No  public  sales  were  held  here  this  week. 
The  following  figures  refer  to  the  exports  of  cinchona-bark 
from  Java  during  the  period  from  July  1  to  March  31 : 
1890-91,  5,798,423  lbs. ;  1889-90,  3,823,372  lbs. ;  1888-89, 
3  341  034  lbs.  The  exports  from  Ceylon  from  January  1  to 
Apnl  27  have  been:  1891,  1,768,753  lbs. ;  1890,  2,609,665 lbs.; 
1889,  3,340,698  lbs. ;  1888,  3,634,763  lbs. 

Cloves. — The  market  for  Zanzibar  cloves  has  been  firmer 
this  week,  and  sales  are  reported  at  3$d.  to  3\}td.  per  lb.  for 
fair  quality  on  the  spot. 
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Colooynth.— Sales  of  fair  Tuikey  apple  at  Is.  Id.  per  lb. 
are  reported  from  Liverpool. 

Cream  OF  Tartar  —Somewhat  easier ;  best  white  French 
crystals  offering  at  96s. ;  for  powder,  97«.  to  98s.  is  asked. 

Cubbbs.— Market  dull,  and  no  business  reported.  The 
quotation  is  nominally  9/.  10s.  to  10/.  According  to  a 
Customs  entry  the  Kecnum,  from  China,  arrived  this  week 
with  711  bags  of  cubebs.  The  importation  of  such  a  large 
quantity  in  one  consignment  is  generally  discredited,  and 
that  entry  is  said  to  be  a  mistake  for  coffee,  cube  gambier, 
or  pepper.  The  official  export  statistics  show  that  during 
the  month  of  March  280  piculs  cubebs  were  exported  from 
Java,  of  which  258  went  to  Holland.  The  shipments  during 
the  period  between  July  1  and  March  31  were: — 1890  -91, 
884  piculs ;  1889-90,  742  piculs  ;  1888-89,  318  piculs. 

Gambier. — Lower,  21s.  6<2.  having  been  accepted  for 
June- J  uly. 

Ginger. — Rough  Bengal  ginger  is  quoted  at  19s.  per  cwt. 
Calcutta  reports,  dated  April  29,  state  that  the  new  crop  is 
expected  to  be  a  very  small  one,  hence  the  small  remaining 
supplies  of  old  ginger  are  held  for  very  high  prices.  In 
Liverpool  the  demand  for  African  ginger  continues,  and 
from  23s.  9d.  to  25s.  per  cwt.  has  been  paid  for  fair  quality. 

Guinea  Grains.— The  market  is  firm,  with  sales  at 
45s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  in  Liverpool. 

Gum  Animi. — Good  to  fine  Madagascar  animi  is  about  5s. 
dearer,  realising  81.  to  91.  10s.  for  bold  red  to  amber  sorts, 
and  90s.  to  112s.  6d.  for  red  to  pale  bean  and  pea.  Zanzibar 
gum  steady  for  fine,  but  rather  lower  for  ordinary  grades. 
Small  red  to  fair  amber  sorts  sold  at  91.  15s.  to  121.  15s. ; 
ordinary  to  good  pea  and  bean,  51.  5s.  to  11.  2s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Gum  Copal. — Manila  copal  flat  and  difficult  to  sell.  Good 
bold  dark  hard  sold  at  38s.  to  42s ,  pinky  to  pale  at  56s.  to 
65s.,  and  chips  at  23s.  per  cwt.  For  soft,  pale  blocky, 
coated  New  Guinea  gum  25s.  per  cwt.  was  paid. 

Gum  Damar.— Good  Batavian  firm  at  63s.  to  64s.  6d. 

Gum  Kowrie — A  large  supply  of  this  gum  was  offered 
at  to-day's  auctions,  and  mostly  disposed  of  at  irregular 
rates,  fine  scraped  qualities  realising  rather  full  prices  ;  fine 
pale  and  amber  to  transparent,  11.  10s.  to  111.  5s. ;  fair  to 
fine  selected  amber,  51.  5s.  to  11.  2s.  8d.  per  cwt.  Soft  or 
Bush  gum,  however,  went  from  2s.  to  3s.  lower  ;  and  ordinary 
brown  varieties  sold  at  a  decline  of  5s.  to  7s.  6d.  per  cwt. ; 
good  to  fine  pale  and  reddish  soft,  at  68s.  to  117s.  6d. 

Gum  Olibaxum. — Fine  gums  still  realise  good  prices,  but 
the  market  for  all  other  grades  is  flat  and  easier  ;  ordinary 
to  fair  pale  drop,  26s.  to  45s.  ;  good  pale  up  to  55s.  per  cwt. 

Insect- flowers. —The  Trieste  market  is  reported  slightly 
easier,  and  prices  are  quoted  at  74s.  for  closed,  68s.  for 
half-open,  and  60s.  6d.  for  open  flowers,  on  c.i.f.  terms.  The 
stock  in  Trieste  is  rather  heavy,  being  returned  as  follows : — 
Bnd  of  April,  1891,  201  tons  ;  1890,  115  tons;  1889,  45  tons. 
There  is  very  little  business  doing,  and  the  season  when  the 
new  crop  will  be  placed  on  the  market  is  now  approaching. 

Nux  Vomica.— The  market  is  very  firm,  at  lis.  6d.  up  to 
14s.  for  good  to  fine  silky  Cochin.  The  arrivals  this  week  are 
rather  heavy,  amounting  to  1,072  packages. 

Oil  (Castor).— The  market  is  rather  quiet  at  4Jrf.  to 
4|<2.  per  lb.  for  first  white  East  Indian,  and  3d.  to  3j<f.  for 
fair  to  good  Calcutta  seconds.  The  Liverpool  market  is 
slow  at  3jrid.  to  3$d.  per  lb.  for  good  Calcutta  seconds.  In 
Calcutta,  on  April  29,  prices  were  very  high  and  crushers 
fully  engaged  in  executing  orders.  The  market  was  ad- 
vancing at  the  close  of  the  report. 

5  Oils  (Essential).— The  reports  from  France  as  to  the 
new  crop  are  very  unfavourable,  wintry  weather  having  setjin 
just  when  the  distilling  had  commenced,  and  itis  now  said  that 
about  two-thirds  of  the  crops  all  over  Southern  France  are 
destroyed.  Among  the  wild  flowers,  rosemary,  and  especially 
thyme,  are  expected  to  rise  in  value.  Menthol :  Easier,  and 
offering  at  8s.  6d.  for  good  crystals  without  finding 
buyers.  Japanese  Oil  of  peppermint,  4i.  6d.  Star- 
anise  :  Dull  of  sale,  and  offering  at  6».  4rf.  per  lb. 
Lemongrass  on  the  spot  is  held  for  l\d.  to  l\d.  per  oz ,  and 
small  sales  are  reported  for  arrival  at  Ud.,  c.i.f.  OitroneUa 
is  quoted  at  |d.  to  ftd.  per  oz.  on  the  spot,  and  no  business 


has  been  done  for  forward  delivery.  Cassia  oil  is  also  lower, 
and  offering  at  3s.  6d.  to  3s.  Id.  per  lb.  on  the  spot.  It  is 
said  that  the  acreage  under  peppermint  in  New  York  and 
Michigan  is  fully  one-fourth  less  this  year  than  last— 1890 
having  already  been  the  smallest  on  record  for  20  years.1,  The 
growing  crop  is,  moreover,  reported  to  have  suffered  damage 
from  frost. 

Quicksilver. — Very  firmly  held,  the  importers  quoting 
81,  and  second-hand  holders  11.  19s.  to  11.  19s.  6d. 

Quinine. — On  the  day  of  the  reopening  of  the  market 
the  article  was  very  firm  and  in  demand,  nearly  100,000  oz. 
being  reported  sold  at  ll^d.  for  German  balk  in  second-hand 
on  the  spot,  12£d.  for  July,  and  12'//.  for  August.  Since 
then,  however,  the  market  has  become  decidedly  quieter, 
and  it  would  probably  be  possible  to-day  to  buy  at  Hid.  on 
the  spot,  while  there  are  sellers  for  forward  delivery  at 
12^d.  per  oz. 

Saffron. — The  market  is  without  alteration  at  present, 
but  prices  are  rather  expected  to  rise  if  the  report  that  the 
French  crop  has  been  destroyed  proves  true.  Good  to  finest 
Valencia  is  held  for  33s.  6d.  to  38s. ;  Alicante  for  26s.  6d. 

Shellac. — The  market  has  advanced  since  our  last  report 
and  closes  steady :  for  second  orange  TN  from  72s.  up  to 
74s.  has  been  paid  for  August  delivery,  and  there  are  now  no 
sellers  under  74s.  6d.  Small  sales  of  garnet  lac  AC  are  also 
reported  at  70s.  on  the  spot,  and  200  cases  AC  April-June 
at  67s.  6d.  to  68s.,  c.i.f.  terms.  For  orange  TN  on  the  spot 
68s.  per  cwt.  has  been  paid.  Under  date  of  April  29,  the 
Calcutta  market  is  described  as  follows : — Sellers  have  come 
out  more  freely,  and  have  accepted  lower  prices  for  forward 
deliveries.  Buyers,  however,  are  refusing  to  go  on,  except 
at  a  further  decline. 

Star- anise. — The  market  has  become  dull,  and  good 
bright  seed  is  offering  on  the  spot  here  at  98.-.  per  cwt. 
without  finding  buyers.  Under  date  of  April  16  it  is 
reported  that  the  Hong  Kong  market  was  bare,  and  that 
there  were  hardly  any  further  supplies  of  the  last  crop 
expected. 

Tamarinds. — The  West  Indian  crop  is  arriving  in  very 
large  quantities,  the  Oahlale  alone  having  brought  774  bar- 
rels this  week.  Barbadoes  tamarinds  of  the  new  crop  are 
nominally  quoted  at  lis.  6d.,  but  it  is  likely  that  lis.,  or 
even  10s.,  would  buy.  The  exports  of  this  article  to  Italy, 
which  formerly  was  the  principal  customer  for  tamarinds, 
have  almost  entirely  ceased. 

Tea. — Sales  for  the  week  consist  of  a  few  lots  Pingsuey 
Gunpowder,  Ceylon,  and  Java  in  auction  on  Thursday. 
Privately  the  market  is  quiet,  and  dealers  are  complaining  of 
absence  of  orders  from  the  country,  but  there  is  a  stronger 
tone  on  the  Clearing  House,  and  Terminal  Market  quotations 
for  Congou  are  from  6j„d.  to  6^d.  for  the  near  months,  and 
Assams  9{^d.  to  9£.d.  Oeylons,  of  course,  remain  the  weak  spot 
in  forecasting  the  future  of  Indian  teas,  and  with  good  liquor- 
ing Ceylon  Pekoes  selling  at  9d.  retailers  will  hold  off 
mediocre  Assams  at  lOd.  to  10^d.  Ceylons  sold  on  Thursday 
at  about  the  reduced  rates  of  the  last  sale  on  the  previous 
Tuesday  week,  and  Javas  were  inclined  to  be  easy. 

Wax  (Bees'). — Business  is  reported  at  140s.  per  cwt.  for 
fine  bright  Madagascar  wax ;  and  at  120s.  to  130s.  per  cwt. 
for  dark  to  fair  quality. 


A  Useful  Innovation.  —  The  Singapore  Botanical 
Gardens  and  Forest  Department  propose  to  publish  from 
time  to  time  bulletins  on  subjects  connected  with  agricul- 
ture and  horticulture  in  the  Malay  Peninsula.  Planters  are 
invited  to  send  to  the  Director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens, 
Singapore,  notes  and  observations  on  the  cultivation  of  the 
various  crops  under  their  care. 

Frog  Pepsin.  —  M.  Contejean  has  informed  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Sciences  that  the  pepsin  secreted  by  the 
oesophagus  of  the  frog  is  either  more  abundant  or  more 
active  than  the  pepsin  of  the  stomach.  Both  pepsins  trans- 
form coagulated  albumin  into  syntonin,  and  afterwards  into 
peptone,  without  passing  through  the  pro-pepsin  stage.  The 
predominance  of  the  action  of  ocsopbagean  pepsin  or 
stomachic  pepsin  is  especially  manifest  by  the  larger  quan- 
tity of  syntonin  that  it  produces. 
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AMERICAN  DRUG  IMPORTS. 

(From  a  Report  prepared  by  Messrs.  McKesson  <5"  Robbins, 
of  Nam  York.) 


The  total  value  of  imports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  and  dyes 
into  the  United  States,  entered  free  of  duty,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1890,  was  £29,969,159,  against 
#26,546,215  for  the  year  previous.  The  value  of  similar 
goods,  dutiable,  was  #16,473.198,  against  #13,319,696  for 
1889.  The  gain  over  the  average  of  the  preceding  five 
annual  periods,  including  both  classes,  was  #7,780,919. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  drug  and  chemical  trades 
have  done  fully  their  share  of  the  proportionate  increase  of 
business — the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  country. 

The  following  figures  denote  the  quantities  of  some  of  the 
principal  drugs  imported  into  the  United  States  during  the 
last  three  fiscal  years : —

GERMAN  MARKETS. 


Hamburg,  May  19. 

THE  quiet  condition  of  trade  continues  in  all  branches 
of  our  market,  and  there  is  no  inducement,  under  the 
present  circumstances,  to  enter  into  any  speculative  under- 
takings. Prices  mostly  remain  unfavourable  to  buyers,  but 
there'are  a  few  alterations  to  report. 

Aktimony. — A  very  neglected  market.  There  are  no 
buyers,  and  it  is  obtainable  cheaply.  The  stocks  continue 
to  increase. 

Balsam  (Copaiba)  is  easier.  Tbe  last  arrivals  still  remain 
partly  unsold.  Maraoaibo  can  be  had  at  4.85m. ;  Carthagena 
at  4.60m. 

Balsam  (Peruvian).— The  recent  imports  of  this  article 
have  somewhat  depressed  the  mfuket ;  but  the  speculators 
are  still  firm  at  the  price  of  11m. 

Balsam  (Tolu).— Sluggish,  and  obtainable  at  the  low 
price  of  2  60m. 

Camphor. — The  value  both  of  raw  and  refined  camphor  is 
well  maintained,  and  there  appears  to  be  rather  more  demand 
at  the  existing  prices. 

COCA- leaves  remain  verv  scarce,  fine  Bolivian  being 
cot  now  obtainable  under  3m.  to  3  20m.  The  stocks  are 
insignificant. 

Cocaine.— More  speculative  interest  is  being  shown  for 
this  article.  The  reports  which  reach  us  from  the  centres 
of  production  fully  confirm  the  scarcity  of  the  article  ;  from 
650m.  to  660m.  is  to-day's  quotation. 

Jalap  is  in  firm  hands,  and  the  increased  prices  fixed  by 
owners  have  to  bo  conceded.  The  arrivals  remain  very 
small. 

Musk  Seed.— Neglected  ;  the>st  arrival  is  still  unsold , 
and  lying  here.

A  Druggist's  Shop  in  Jaffa. 

We  have  received  another  interesting  letter  from  Mr. 
S.  M.  Burroughs,  written  before  the  one  from  Beyrout, 
which  we  printed  last  week.  This  one  describes  his  first 
experience  of  Palestine.  The  following  extracts  from  the 
letter  introduce  us  to  our  Oriental  confrere,  whose  ac- 
quaintance we  make  with  much  pleasure.  Mr.  Burroughs 
writes  : — 

"  Oar  little  steamer  left  Port  Said  last  evening,  and  all 
night  has  sailed  as  on  a  quiet  river.  We  are  awakened  by 
the  shout  of  '  Land  ahead  ! '  an  hour  before  sunrise,  and 
through  the  port-holes  see  the  blue  hills  of  Palestine,  where 
the  gates  of  Gaza  stood  among  them  till  Samson  carried 
them  off. 

"There  is  something  of  a  small  natural  harbour  at  Jaffa, 
made  by  rocks  that  in  places  stand  above  the  water  a  few 
rods  from  the  shore.  The  spaces  between  them  are  only 
wide  enough  for  the  passage  of  small  boats,  but  a  few 
hundred  pounds  of  dynamite  and  a  moderate  amount  of 
drilling  and  blasting  would  be  sufficient  to  make  a  good 
entrance  for  ships,  while  a  few  rods  of  masonry  on  the  reef 
would  help  to  secure  an  excellent  harbour.  At  present 
everything  remains  as  when  Jonah  sailed  from  there ;  and 
when  such  storms  as  his  ship  encountered  come  up,  all  the 
large  vessels  anchored  outside  the  cordon  of  rocks  have  to 
make  for  the  open  sea,  or  they  would  be  wrecked,  as  have 
thousands  before  them  from  the  days  of  the  Phoenicians  till 
now.  The  masts  and  part  of  the  hull  of  a  large  ship  can  be 
seen  above  the  water— a  wreck  of  last  week. 

"  There  are  green  fields  and  orange-groves  all  round 
Jaffa,  with  many  fig  and  palm  trees  both  in  and  outside  the 
town. 

"  We  land  in  boats  floating  the  American  flag,  as  they  be- 
long to  Mr.  Rolla  Floyd,  the  American  contractor,  who 
makes  a  business  of  taking  parties  through  Palestine  and 
Syria.  He  is  a  tall,  strongly-built  man,  with  brown,  bushy 
beard,  tanned  skin,  and  the  general  looks  of  a  sea-captain 
used  to  command  and  direct.  He  takes  our  passports,  and 
sees  us  ashore  and  through  the  custom-house  without  having 
to  open  our  baggage.  Almost  as  much  skill  is  required  on 
the  part  of  travellers  to  get  through  the  custom-house 
without  accident  as  on  the  part  of  the  boatmen  to  avoid 
wreck  in  rowing  among  the  rocks.  The  custom-house  is 
piled  full  of  bales  and  boxes,  so  that  there  is  barely  space  to 
squeeze  through  singly.  We  are  no  sooner  outside  of  it 
than  the  worst-paved  street  found  outside  Palestine  winds 
up  the  hill  before  us,  crowded  with  Orientals  dressed  in 
every  variety  of  garb  and  colour;  camels  growling  while 
the  loads  are  being  fastened  on  their  saddles,  or  slowly  and 
softly  treading  their  way  among  the  hills  and  holes  of  the 
pavement. 

"  There  is  barely  room  enough  for  two  loaded  camels  to 
pass  each  other,  and  when  they  do  the  street  in  that  place 
must  be  cleared,  or  somebody  will  get  a  real  box  on  the  ear. 
Oranges  are  a  chief  export  from  Jaffa,  and  they  are  brought 
down  to  the  waterside  on  camels.  Old,  old,  old,  and  onlv 
temporarily  patched  up  during  the  centuries  of  their  exist- 
ence axe  these  grey  buildings  of  irregular  shape  and  dark 


interiors.  The  dust  of  centuries  is  within  and  around  them, 
and  they  remain  as  monuments  of  the  former  days.  In 
alcoves  or  arches  the  merchants  sit  in  the  midst  of  their 
goods  ranged  around  them.  Cotton  prints  and  white  cloths 
from  England,  with  Arabic  figures  in  blue,  printed  in 
Manchester ;  blue,  red,  and  black  fine  woollen  cloths  from 
England,  France,  and  Germany,  suitable  for  the  long,  flowing 
robes  worn  by  Jews  and  Arabs,  side  by  side  with  the 
black  and  white  striped  cloaks  from  Bagdad,  Damascus 
silks,  Bethlehem  woollens,  and  white  robes  of  shining  goats' 
hair. 

"  Some  of  the  stones  of  the  pavement,  a  foot  across  on  the 
top,  are  quite  rounded  off  by  the  friction  of  centuries  of 
travel,  some  of  softer  texture  than  the  rest  are  worn  a  foot 
deeper,  and  some  gone  altogether.  No  one  seem*  to  think 
of  replacing  them,  any  more  than  the  local  board,  if  there 
is  one,  would  ever  think  of  such  a  thing  as  cleaning  the 
streets  or  repairing  the  pavements. 

"  Each  shopkeeper,  if  he  likes,  sweeps  the  pavement  in 
front  of  his  shop  sometimes,  unless  he  says,  as  many  do  : 
'  If  it  be  the  will  of  Allah  that  the  place  be  cleaned  it  will 
be  cleaned,  and  why  should  I  interfere  with  the  dispensa- 
tions of  Providence  7 '  He  quite  ignores  the  fact  that  it  was 
by  the  carelessness  of  man,  and  not  by  the  will  or  deed  of 
God,  that  the  town  and  the  streets  become  pestilential  from 
the  rubbish  that  is  allowed  to  accumulate. 

"  There  are  no  large  establishments,  or  stores,  or  clerks. 
Everybody  is  in  business  for  himself.  In  fact,  there  is  no 
room  for  a  clerk  in  the  ordinary  bazaar  shop,  and  very  little 
for  the  principal,  who  usually  sits  tailor-fashion  in  the 
midst  of  his  goods,  or  by  the  side  of  his  booth  in  the  front, 
where  his  back  may  find  a  rest  against  the  door-post.  Most 
of  the  doors  have  hinges  at  the  top,  and  the  lock  is  at  the 
bottom,  therefore,  when  opened  or  raised  and  propped  with 
a  stick  at  each  side,  they  constitute  an  awning  by  day. 
These,  however,  being  an  insufficient  protection  against  the 
rain  and  sun,  they  are  supplemented  by  all  sorts  of  shingles, 
tiles,  lath-boards,  barrel-staves,  tin  from  old  oil  cans,  mat- 
ting— anything  stretched  out  or  stuck  in  the  wall  any  way, 
and  in  the  most  casual  manner. 

"  I  inquired  one  day  for  a  native  pharmacy  or  drug-store, 
having  walked  up  and  down  the  bazaar  several  times  trying 
to  find  one,  but  vainly.  A  walking  money-changer,  who 
spoke  some  English,  showed  me  the  shop  I  was  looking  for, 
and  which  I  had  already  passed  by  several  times  without 
observing  that' it  was  a  chemist's  or  druggist's  shop. 

"  The  proprietor,  a  young  man,  was  very  polite  in  showing 
me  his  stock,  when  it  was  explained  to  him  that  I  simply 
wanted  to  see  what  he  had  without  buying.  Some  of  his 
drugs  were  on  the  floor  in  round  wooden  measures,  holding 
from  a  pint  to  half-a-bushel,  some  in  square  boxes,  or  par- 
titioned trays,  but  all  without  covers,  as  the  people  of  the 
country  are  not  squeamish  about  a  little  dust  being  mixed 
with  their  drugs  and  medicines,  or  any  other  article  of  use 
or  consumption. 

"  There  was  a  quart  of  saltpetre,  a  peck  of  rosin,  a  half- 
boshel  of  Epsom  salt,  and  as  much  sal  sotJa.  One  of  the 
square  boxes  contained  senna-leaves,  another  ipecac,  root, 
and  others  seeds  of  cardamom,  coriander,  anise,  &c.  All 
these  were  in  a  sort  of  group  occupying  about  a  square  yard 
on  the  floor,  this  beiDg  about  2  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
pavement.  Around  this  nucleus  were  piles  of  trays  and 
measures,  full  of  '  profitable  extras.'  of  which  the  stock  was 
chiefly  composed.  Nails,  files,  jack-knives,  sixpenny  razors, 
rope,  cord,  and  string  in  balls,  strung  together  and  in  skeins,  all' 
hanging  from  the  sides  and  front  of  the  shop  ;  pencils,  paper, 
vermilion,  copies  of  the  Koran,  leather  straps,  tin  lamps,  to 
be  filled  from  a  tin  of  Russian  petroleum  standing  in  the 
corner  in  company  with  a  large  bottle  of  castor-oil  stoppered 
with  a  wisp  of  straw,  another  ditto  of  turpentine,  and 
another  of  aloohol. 

"  All  the  drugs  on  the  floor  were  nameless,  being  so  well 
known.  The  rarer  ones  occupied  about  a  square  yard  of 
wall-space  in  the  top  corner  next  the  doorway. 

"  They  were  in  bent  wooden  boxes,  holding  about  a  quart, 
rounded  at  the  ends,  and  twice  as  long  bb  the  width  or  depth. 
They  were  piled  one  upon  another,  and  labelled  on  the  end 
in  Arabic  only :  Chamomiles,  cloves,  pepper,  gum  mastich, 
sandarach,  asafoetids,  rhubarb,  cinchona,  squill,  myrrh,  and 
many  other  drugs  having  their  uses  and  medicine-names 
only  among  the  Arabs,  and  not  employed  by  Europeans.  I 
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have  ordered  a  selection  of  specimens  of  them,  and  an  Arab 
doctor  has  promised  me  a  full  account  of  their  sources, 
properties,  and  uses. 

"  To  show  me  his  stock  of  drugs,  this  polite  trader  had  to 
arise  from  his  seat  on  the  floor  and  to  step  upon  piles  of 
assorted  merchandise,  sufficient  in  variety  to  almost  com- 
plete the  stock  of  a  country  store.  The  top  of  the  booth, 
or  shop,  was  a  little  higher  than  his  head,  and  pendant  from 
hooks  in  the  rough  wooden  ceiling  were  strings  of  dried 
garlic,  glue,  and  bundles  of  dry  herbs,  which  he  had  to  push 
aside  or  dodge  whenever  he  had  to  reach  for  anything  at  the 
sides  of  the  shop,  which  were  as  much  as  10  feet  apart,  or 
at  the  back  of  it,  which  was,  perhaps,  11  or  12  feet  from  the 
pavement.  Though  I  bought  nothing,  being  short  of  cash  at 
the  time,  the  druggist  was  as  smiling  and  polite  as  if  I  bad 
purchased  his  whole  stock.  Perhaps  he  felt  repaid  for  his 
trouble  by  the  interest  which  I  took  in  his  establishment, 
which  he  regarded  as  an  evidence  of  the  greatest  admiration 
on  my  part ;  or  perhaps  he  felt  repaid  by  the  opportunity 
I  gave  him  of  looking  over  a  copy  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  which  I  had  received  from  home  that  morning. 
The  advertisements  and  get-up  of  the  book  he  evidently  re- 
garded as  being  as  much  of  a  treat  to  himself  as  the 
inspection  of  his  shop  had  been  to  me.  The  tailors  sit  in  the 
doorways  plying  their  needles,  keeping  an  iron  hot  in  a 
charcoal  fire  outside.  The  shoemakers  sit  opposite  or 
singly  making  sandals  or  slippers  from  red  and  yellow 
leather  with  a  section  of  a  fluted  marble  column  or  elegantly- 
carved  capital,  marred  and  soiled  by  time,  which  once  upheld 
the  portal  of  a  palace,  bat  now  serves  for  cutting  and  pound- 
ing leather  on.  The  coppersmiths  hammer  away  at  their 
noisy  trade,  the  anvil  on  the  door-sill ;  while  the  busiest  of 
all  workmen,  the  blacksmiths,  have  a  large  booth  on  the 
market-place.  They  alone  of  all  Orientals  seem  to  appreciate 
the  value  of  time,  because  only  it  represents  so  much  money 
paid  for  charcoal,  which  is  lost  unless  they  strike  while  the 
iron  is  hot. 

"  The  street  from  the  harbour,  which  was  probably  old  when 
Jonah  went  down  to  take  ship,  terminates  when  it  reaches 
the  waggon-road  going  north  and  south.  There  are,  how- 
ever, many  streets  or  alleys  which  diverge  from  it,  leading 
upward  over  rough,  winding  steps,  or  downward  into  some 
deep,  arched-over  passage,  where  the  sunbeams  have  not 
shone  for  thousands  of  years.  All  the  buildings  are  in  the 
various  stages  of  dilapidation,  dinginess,  and  ruin,  but 
everything,  except  for  the  wear  and  tear  of  time,  remains  as 
in  the  old  days,  and  the  people  are  the  same  in  looks,  and 
garb,  and  ways.  Ishmael's  children  have  come  into  the 
possessions  of  Jacob's  inheritance.  The  Arab  of  the  desert 
ha9  made  himself  very  much  at  home,  and  his  stay  com- 
fortable and  profitable  in  the  land  that  once  flowed  with 
milk  and  honey,  but  which  he  has  nearly  turned  into  a 
wilderness." 


Crushed  Linsoed  and  Linseed  Meal.  * 
HiB, — As  I  may,  I  think,  fairly  lay  claim  to  being  amongst 
the  first  to  bring  light  crushed  linseed  largely  to  the  notice 
of  chemists,  and  having  made  it  a  speciality,  may  I  be  per- 
mitted to  put  before  your  readers  a  few  remarks  which  may 
throw  some  light  upon  the  subject  ? 

About  thiity  years  ago  crushed  linseed  was  little  known 
for  making  poultices,  linseed  meal — I.e.,  the  linseed  cake 
.ground — being  invariably  used.  The  former  has  superseded 
the  latter  because  it  supplies  properties  which  are  wanting 
in  the  latter  So  soon  as  the  crushed  linseed  camo  to  be 
acknowledged  as  superior,  it  largely  took  the  place  of  the 
other,  but  it  was  for  a  long  time,  and  even  now  is,  called  by 
some  chemist*  linseed  meal.  There  is  no  doubt  the  correct 
names  to  be  given  to  the  two  articles  now  are  crushed  linseed, 
(meaning  the  linseed  ground,  and  linseed  cake  meal,  meaning 
the  linseed  cake  ground.  In  the  latter  of  course  the  oil  is 
.pressed  out,  while  the  former  should  contain  30  per  cent,  or 
more  of  oil. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  crushed  linseed  becoming 
rancid,  the  light  crushed  linseed,  being  treated  in  a  different 
way  to  the  dark,  will  keep  sweeter  a  much  longer  time. 

I  should  like  to  say,  as  to  the  qualities  of  crushed  Unseed 
for  poultices,  that  the  seed,  being  cleaned,  should  be  ground 
moderately  fine,  because  while  the  oil  is  in  the  flour  of  the 
linseed,  the  heat-retaining  property  is  in  the  bran,  which  in 


curling,  forms  as  it  were,  cells,  and  the  poultice  is  more 
retentive  of  heat  in  consequence. 

One  other  word  about  the  simple  method  of  making  a 
poultices,  which  is  frequently  done  in  the  wrong  way — viz.,  by 
adding  water  to  the  crushed  linseed — whereas  the  boiling 
water  should  be  first  put  into  the  basin,  in  proper  quantity, 
and  then  the  crushed  linseed  should  be  allowed  to  pass 
slowly  between  the  fingers  into  the  water,  stirring  being 
kept  up  all  the  time.  By  this  method  a  poultice  can  be 
made  more  quickly  and  quite  smooth.

Another  View  of  Cod-liver  Oil. 

Sir,— In  your  article  on  cod-liver  oil,  in  your  Trade  Report 
of  May  2,  the  prices  quoted  and  your  general  remarks  about 
the  state  of  the  market  are  quite  correct ;  but  then  you  go 
on  saying  : — "  The  catch  of  fish  during  the  closing  part  of 
the  Finmarken  season  has  been  so  great  as  to  outweigh 
altogether  the  deficiency  of  the  Lofoten  fishing." 

In  the  first  place,  the  Finmarken  season  does  never  pro- 
perly commence  before  the  second  half  of  April  or  first 
days  of  May.  The  season  has  now  fairly  commenced,  and 
will  not  close  before  middle  of  June. 

Secondly,  so  far  from  the  catch  at  Finmarken,  up  to  now, 
having  made  up  for  the  deficiency  of  the  Lofoten  fishery,  it 
has  not  nearly  come  up  to  the  average  of  the  Finmarken 
crop  up  to  the  first  days  of  May.  Your  report  further  says  : — 
"  In  fact,  the  number  of  fish  caught  this  season  is  larger 
than  in  almost  any  preceding  year."  This  is  incorrect.  Not 
for  several  years  has  the  number  of  fish  caught  at  all  the 
Norwegian  fisheries  been  to  small  as  this  year.  And 
although  it  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  say  how  much  may- 
be caught  at  Finmarken  after  this,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  the  Finmarken  campaign  cannot  nearly  bring 
the  aggregate  number  of  fish  up  to  the  average. 

Your  last  statement — that  the  high  prices  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  season  caused  a  larger  output  of  steam- 
relined  codrliver  oil  at  Lofoten  than  any  preceding  year — is 
correct ;  but  still,  this  large  production  at  Lofoten  did  not, 
by  3,500  hectolitres,  make  up  for  the  deficiency  of  the  crop 
at  Sondmore,  Romsdalen,  and  other  southern  districts. 

The  official  reports  show  that  the  production  of  cod-liver 
oil  in  Norway  for  all  fisheries  except  Finmarken  has  yielded 
an  average  quantity  of  23,548  hectolitres  yearly  for  the  three 
preceding  years ;  and  this  year  the  total  from  all  fisheries 
excepting  Finmarken  does  not  amount  to  more  than  20,000 
hectolitres,  or  fully  3,500  below  the  average  of  the  last  three 
years. 

The  following  extract  from  the  official  reports  corroborates 
my  above  remarks  : —

The  fishing  in  Finmarken  the  Inst  few  days  has  been 
pretty  fair,  but  owing  to  the  existing  demand  for  other 
fish-oils,  only  152  hectolitres  of  medicinal  cod-liver  oil  have 
been  produced  in  Finmarken  up  to  the  9ih  instant;  and,  as 
you  can  see,  the  total  production  up  till  this  date  is  fully 
4,400  hectolitres  short  of  the  average  of  the  last  three  years. 
I  expect,  therefore,  to  see  the  price  move  up  again  ere  long, 
if  only  a  little.  Yours  faithfully,

The  Irish  Druggists'  Certificate. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin,  Belfast,  says  the  report  of  the  discus- 
sion in  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  on  the  above  sub- 
ject inaccurately  represents  his  remarks.  After  the  Vice- 
President  had  spoken  of  the  number  of  parties  who  were 
breaking  the  law,  he  (Mr.  Rank.in>sard  th»t  in  dealing  with 
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the  proposed  certificate  the  Council  had  no  right  to  go  into 
that  matter,  as  they  had  plenty  of  powers  under  the  Act  to 
deal  with  such  infringements.  What  he  is  reported  to  have 
said,  that  the  Council  had  nothing  to  do  with  what  chemists 
and  druggists  were  doing  over  the  country,  would  seem  to 
any  sensible  person  very  absurd.

1880  and  1881,  some  of  it  to  London  chemists  for  making 
lin.  saponis.  It  was  of  first-class  quality  and  sweet  to  taste.  A 
sample  I  still  have  is  stamped,  "  Savon  du  Carmel,  Strove  & 
Co.,  Haifa  Syria,  Castile  d'huile  olive  pure."  I  should  be 
glad  to  give  further  information.

The  Dose  of  Aloes. 

Sir, — I  may  state  that  I  have  had  some  experience  with 
physic  balls  for  the  past  twenty-eight  years.  Your  corre- 
spondents seem  to  forget  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  idio- 
syncrasy in  animals  as  well  as  man.  Some  of  the  largest 
cart-horses  will  be  affected  with  5  or  6  drachms  of  any 
description  of  powdered  aloes,  and  when  combined  with 
either  soft  soap,  palm  oil,  or  treacle  and  linseed  meal,  with 
usual  quantity  of  powdered  ginger.  There  is  more  certainty, 
however,  in  the  inspissated  juice  melted  than  the  powder, 
but  even  here  failure  and  accidents  may  occur.  I  once  had 
a  ball  returned  which  ever  after  made  me  very  careful,  even 
when  melted  aloes  was  poured  into  the  moulds.  My  cus- 
tomer, thinking  a  7-drachm  ball  too  large,  had  taken  the 
precaution  to  cut  a  piece  off  before  administering,  and,  in 
doing  so,  found  a  nail  in  the  ball  about  1^  inch  long,  with  a 
flat  head.  The  nail  had  evidently  been  embedded  in  the 
mass  of  aloes  when  imported.  Had  powdered  aloes  been 
used  such  a  thing  would  have  been  observed  in  making  the 
ball,  so  it  behoves  us  all  to  be  very  cautious,  even  with  a 
horse-ball.

Painless  Tooth  Extraction. 

Sir, — A  short  time  back,  being  in  want  of  an  apparatus 
for  the  above  purpose,  I  wrote  to  a  London  dental  firm  to 
ask  if  the  ether  spray  would  enable  me  to  extract  painlessly, 
and  their  answer  was  "  that  it  could  be  recommended." 
Upon  this  I  ordered  the  best  they  could  supply,  and  in  due 
course  it  came  to  hand. 

As  a  warning  to  your  readers  if  my  estimate  of  it  be 
correct,  and  for  my  own  information  if  otherwise,  I  send  you 
my  experience  of  it.  It  has  foot  bellows,  three  jets  (double, 
curved,  and  straight),  and  ether  720  is  directed  to  be  sprayed 
upon  the  gum  until  it  becomes  white.  I  first  of  all  tried  a 
blank  experiment  upon  myself,  and  discovered  that  the 
freezing  process  is  the  reverse  of  bearable.  A  friend  then 
put  himself  in  the  chair,  and  the  spray  was  applied  until  I 
saw  that  the  freezing  process  did  not  altogether  suit  him, 
and  I  at  once  desisted,  and  extracted  two  small  stumps. 
His  opinion  is  that,  although  the  ether  may  do  a  little  good, 
the  intense  cold  is  so  severe  that  he  would  for  the  future 
prefer  having  the  teeth  extracted  without  it. 

Now,  Sir,  I  write  to  ask  if  this  be  the  general  experience, 
or  do  I  err  in  saying  that  the  ether  spray  is  a  fraud  ?

LEGAL  QUERIES. 

45/77.  A  Country  Chemist  says  a  lady,  who  has  come  to 
reside  in  his  district,  and  who  is  a  stranger  to  him,  has 
brought  the  following  prescription  to  be  dispensed  : — 

Solution  of  morphia,  B.F  %}. 

(For  hypodermic  use.) 
Not  more  than  6  minims  to  be  used  at  a  time,  or  oftener  than  twice  in  the 
twenty-four  hours. 

Customer  states  that  above  was  written  for  her  several  years 
ago  by  a  doctor  now  living  in  America,  but  that  she  now 
takes  in  addition  4  grain  powders  of  the  hydrochlorate  of 
morphia,  using  altogether  subcutaneously  and  internally 
about  12  grains  of  morphia  a  day.  She  has  been  in  the 
habit,  she  says,  of  purchasing  from  a  chemist  in  London, 
where  she  has  been  residing,  1  oz.  of  morphia  mur.  at  a  time, 
and  using  it  by  guesswork  (not  having  scales  in  her  posses- 
sion). She  wishes  our  correspondent  to  supply  her  with 
the  same  quantity.  Would  he  be  justified  in  doing  so? 
There  can  be  no  general  rule  laid  down  for  cases  of  this 
kind.  It  is  qaite  legal  for  a  chemist  to  sell  to  a  customer 
any  quantity  of  morphia  after  fulfilling  all  the  statutory 
requirements.  But  it  would  be  unwise  and  wrong  to  be 
contented  with  keeping  within  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  in 
such  transactions.  The  chemist  should  ask  the  lady,  for  his 
own  protection,  to  give  him  some  corroborative  testi- 
mony either  from  a  friend,  a  medical  man,  or  from  the 
chemist  she  has  previously  dealt  with. 


46/8.  Durliam. — The  employer  is  legally  bound  to  pay 
the  salary  of  his  assistant  during  illness  of  the  latter  so  long 
as  he  remains  in  his  employment.  This  liability  can  only  be 
terminated  at  the  expiration  of  the  usual  period  after  notice 
been  given. 


46/55.  Query. — As  we  read  Mr.  Alpe's  explanation  on 
page  92  of  his  "  Handy  Book,"  your  corn-solvent  label  clearly 
renders  the  preparation  liable.  To  escape  the  duty  you 
must  not  be  so  definite  in  your  statement. 


45/34.  Oxygen.— Whether  a  person  other  than  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  can  legally  use  the  title  "  pharmacy  "  as 
the  designation  of  his  shop  is  a  question  which  has  often 
been  asked,  but  which  has  never  been  authoritatively  settled. 
It  would  depend  upon  the  interpretation  of  the  12th  clause 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  which  says  that  none  but  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  may  assume,  use,  or  exhibit  in 
Great  Britain  any  name,  title,  or  sign  implying  that  he  is 
registered  under  this  Act,  or  that  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  would  have  been  doubtful  at 
any  time  whether  the  Society  could  establish  an  exclusive 
right  in  the  title,  but  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for  them 
to  do  so  now,  after  having  let  the  clause  lie  dormant  for  so 
many  years,  during  which  a  number  of  non-members  have 
assumed,  used,  and  exhibited  the  title. 


47/32.  R.  N. — In  the  case  of  a  partnership  in  a  chemist's 
business  between  a  qualified  and  unqualified  person,  if  the 
name  of  the  former  only  was  used  in  the  business,  would  the 
unqualified  person  be  said  to  use  the  title  "  chemist "  1  [Yes. 
If  two  partners  agree  to  trade  under  a  certain  title  each  one 
equally  may  be  said  to  "  take,  use,  and  exhibit  "  that  title.]

We  gave  the  former ;  some  newspaper-men,  who 
think  a  5  is  as  good  as  a  ?,  gave  the  latter,  so  their  mixture 
came  out  eight  times  stronger  in  aoonite  than  ours.  Read 
the  Commentary  note  again,  but  more  carefully  this  time. 


38/47.  Student. — The  specimen  is  Cape  aloes,  as  far  as 
we  can  judge  from  the  little  you  send  us. 


38/51.  J.  H. — (1)  The  best  way  to  prevent  the  Bung  of 
an  Ammonia-carbonate  Jar  beiDg  acted  on  by  the  vapour 
is  to  dip  the  buDg  in  melted  paraffin.  (2)  Essex  County 
Chronicle,  Chelmsford. 


37/36.  Wallsgrove. — To  make  the  ginger-beer  cloudy  you 
may  add  a  few  drops  of  the  following  solution  : — Common 
resin,  20  grains ;  washing  soda,  40  grains.  Boil  together 
with  1  oz.  of  water  until  dry,  then  treat  with  6  drachms  of 
spirit ;  to  this  add  1  drachm  of  castor  oil,  and  filter. 


33/31.  W.  H.  B.— Dry  Hot. — Those  who  attempt  to 
obliterate  dry  rot  by  the  application  of  chemicals  aro 
generally  disappointed.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  ex- 
terminate the  fungus.  To  prevent  it  the  wood  may  be 
treated  with  solution  of  chloride  of  zinc,  but  the  be3t  pre- 
ventive is  thorough  circulation  of  air,  so  as  to  keep  the 
wood  as  dry  as  possible.

(Triibner,  5s.).  The  minimum  total  solids  amount  to  11  5  per 
cent.,  fat  being  25  per  cent.

This 
has  to  be  mixed  with  considerable  caution,  being  careful 
to  stir  the  basis  from  the  outset.  The  colouring  is  composed 
of  indigo  and  Prussian  blue,  of  each  in  fine  powder,  2j  oz.  ; 
mineral  lampblack,  4  lbs. ;  vegetable  lampblack,  3.^  \be~.  All 
•these  have  to  be  ground  to  very  fine  powder,  and  mixed 
-with  the  basis  while  hot. 
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40/25.  Nunquam.—(\)  To  Cure  Rabbits'  Skins :  Stretch 
upon  a  board  (membranous  side  upmost)  and  scrape  free 
from  any  flesh  which  may  be  adhering  to  the  skin.  Now 
well  brush  the  skin  with  a  hot  solution  of  alum,  and  set 
aside  in  the  light  for  two  or  three  days.  Then  treat  in  the 
same  way  with  a  hot  solution  of  sal  ammoniac,  which 
softens  the  skin,  and  an  hour  or  two  after  rub  into  it  some 
chalk  with  the  help  of  a  smooth  piece  of  pumice.
